FUNDS INSUFFICIENT 

The writer interjected himself into the 
scientific American argument after the 
un-elevation controversy had been vir- 
ually settled, several months before, by 
lhe action of the President in striking that 
ten from the modernization program on 
he grounds of economy.

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CAPT. KNOX TELLS WHY COLONEL MITCHELL’S CHARGES MAY 


LEAD TO TRIAL BY COURT-MARTIAL 





Co. WILLIAM MITCHELL, A.S., 
U.S.A., air officer of the 8th Corps 
Area, of which Maj. Gen. Ernest Hinds, 
U.S.A., is commander, with headquarters 
at Ft. Sam Houston, Tex., will, it is be- 
lieved, be tried by court-martial for his 
public and scathing denunciation of the 
War and Navy Departments, which he 
made in a long statement given to the 
Associated Press on September 5. 

In this statement, which was made in 
connection with the loss of the airship 
Shenandoah and other accidents, Colonel 
Mitchell includes charges that they were 
the direct result of “incompetency, criminal 
negligence, and almost treasonable admin- 
istration of the national defense by the 
War and Navy Departments.” 


SUBVERSIVE TO DISCIPLINE 

These and other assertions, if he admits 
he made them, are a distinct violation of 
military regulations and are disrespectful 
to his superior officers. The statements 
represent such a serious breach of military 
discipline, officers well versed in military 
law declare, that it will be impossible for 
the powers that be to let them pass, unless 
they desire to offer a premium on insub- 
ordination and conduct to the prejudice of 
good order and military discipline. 

That the War Department will demand 
an investigation of the Mitchell charges 
against the Army and Navy Air Services 
was announced by Assistant Secretary of 
War Davis on September 10. Secretary 
of the Navy Wilbur on the same date, in 
a lengthy statement, said that while he did 
not think that another investigation was 
necessary, the U. S. Navy had absolutely 
nothing to conceal, and had no fears of 
the results of another investigation. He 
pointed to the investigation of aviation by 
Congress and the Navy General Board, 
which he declared covered every phase of 
the question. 

While Colonel Davis did not give out a 
formal statement, he discussed for the first 
time the entire affair at length and out- 
lined what it is believed he will recommend 
to the President. The present indications 
are that Colonel Davis will be permitted to 
handle the entire matter. Secretary 
Weeks will not return until after all the 
questions relative to the Mitchell case have 
been settled in the department. 

As outlined by Colonel Davis, there are 
four distinct questions involved: 

1. The question as to whether Colonel 
Mitchell has violated the Articles of War 
and the Army Regulations. The investi- 
gation is now being conducted by the In- 
spector General's Department, and a trial 
by court-martial will follow if recom- 
mended by the Inspector General. 

2. The charges that Colonel Mitchell has 
made against the War Department's air 
policy. 

3. The charges that have been made 
against the Navy Department's air policy. 

4. The question as to the advisability of 
creating a united Air Service. 

With the exception of the first question, 
Colonel Davis declared that the War De- 
partment would insist upon an investiga- 
tion and decision by impartial board or 
boards not connected with the Army. He 
declared that whether the policy investiga- 
tions would be conducted by one or more 
than one board had not yet been decided 
by the War Department, nor had the mat- 
ter of personnel been considered. He said 
he would welcome a congressional investi- 
gation if that was decided upon in Con- 
gress. 

Colonel Mitchell, it is believed, made his 
attacks on the War and Navy Departments 
for the express purpose of being court- 


martialed, and in the hope of getting some 
of his friends in Congress to demand an 
investigation of his claims. 

COLONEL MITCHELL’S STATEMENT 


Colonel Mitchell’s statement, in part, is 
as follows: 


“T have been asked from all parts of the coun- 
try to give my opinion about the reasons for the 
frightful aeronautical accidents and loss of life, 
equipment and treasure that have occurred dur- 
ing the last few days. After mature delibera- 
tion, my opinion is as follows: 


“These accidents are the direct result of the 
incompetency, criminal negligence and almost 
treasonable administration of the national de- 
fense by the Navy and War Departments. In 
their attempts to keep down the development of 
aviation into an independent department, sep- 
arate from the Army and Navy and handled by 
aeronautical experts, and tu matntain the exist- 
ing systems, they have gone to the utmost 
lengths to carry their point. 


“All aviation policies, schemes and systems 
are dictated by the nonflying officers of the 
Army or Navy who know practically nothing 
about it. The lives of the airmen are being 
used merely as pawns in their hands. 


“The great Congress of the United States, 
that makes laws for the organization and use of 
our air, land and water forces, is treated by 
these two departments as if it were an organiza- 
tion created for their benefit, to which evidence 
of any kind, whether true or not, can be given 
without restraint. Officers and agents sent by 
the War and Navy Departments to Congress 
have almost always given incomplete, misleading 
or false information about aeronautics, which 
either they knew to be false when given or was 
the result of such gross ignorance of the ques- 
tion that they should not be allowed to appear 
before a legislative body. 

“The airmen themselves are bluffed and bull- 
dozed so that they dare not tell the truth, in the 
majority of cases, knowing full well that if they 
do they will be deprived of their future career, 
sent to the most out-of-the-way places to pre- 
vent their telling the truth, and deprived of any 
chance for advancement unless they subscribe to 
the dictates of their nonflying bureaucratic su- 
periors. These either distort facts or openly tell 
falsehoods about aviation to the people and to 
the Congress. 

“Both the War and Navy Departments main- 
tain public propaganda agencies which are sup- 
posed to publish truthful facts about our na- 
tional defense to the American people. 

“What has actually happened in these depart- 
ments is that they have formed a sort of a 
union to perpetuate their own existence, largely 
irrespective of the public welfare—and acting, 
as we might say, about a commercial organiza- 
tion that had entire control of a public neces- 
sity—‘as an illegal] combination in restraint of 
trade.’ 

“The conduct of affairs by the two depart- 
ments,-as far as aviation is concerned, has been 
so disgusting in the last few years as to make 
any self-respecting person ashamed of the 
clothes he wears. Were it not, for the patriotism 
of our air officers and their absolute confidence 
in the institutions of the United States, know- 
ing that sooner or later existing conditions 
would be changed, I doubt if one of them would 
remain with the colors—certainly not if he were 
a real man. 

“Seeing no progress in our efforts, which had 
been continued for years, to convince or even 
seriously interest the governing bodies of the 
War and Navy Departments to better our aero- 
nautical condition, we were stirred to further 
action by the killing of Lieutenant Pierson and 
Captain Skeel in the dilapidated racing air- 
planes during last October’s air meet. 


CALLS AIR RACES FIXED 


“This was caused by an arrangement between 
the Navy and Army that the Navy should take 
the races one year and the Army should take 
them the next year, thereby equalizing propa- 
ganda, not service. Instead of building new 
airplanes our men were given the old crates to 
fly at those terrific speeds. Of course, they 
came to pieces, as they were designed for only 
one race two years before. This was done in 
spite of the fact that we had sufficient money to 
build new ships according to entirely advanced 
patterns and new safety factors.”

Annual Convention of K. O. 
Ass’n of U. S. to Deal 
With Budget 


FAVOR ALL COMPONENTS 


THE annual convention of the Reserve 
Officers’ AsSociation of the United 
States,.to be held at Kansas City from 
October 1 to 4, inclusive, will be one of 
the most important gatherings ever held 
by the association. Vital questions, in- 
volving not only the welfare of Reserve 
officers but also the entire new military 
policy as authorized by the amended Na- 
tional Defense Act, will be discussed 
seriously. 

If the action taken by the State Con- 
ventions already held forecast the proceed- 
ings of the National Convention, some 
strong resolutions will be passed and plans 
will be formed to make an aggressive fight 
at the approaching Congress for all the 
sumpenenn of the Army of the United 

tates. 


In former years, at the request of the 
association, officers of the War Department 
were permitted to attend the State Con- 
ventions and outline the recommendations 
of the General Staff. These with other 
matters formed the bases of resolutions 
that were adopted both at the State and 
National conventions. 


This year, while two Reserve officers on 
active duty with the War Department 
General Staff, Col. Fred B. Ryons and Lt. 
Col. H. E. Bullis, have been permitted to 
attend these conventions, they will be pro- 
hibited by War Department orders from 
discussing the Budget this year, not only 
as it affects the Reserve officers but the 
Regular Army and the National Guard. 

It is stated that the Director of the 
Budget has gone so far as to represent to 
the War Department that Reserve officers 
shall not be permitted to go before Con- 
gressional committees at the next session 
and advocate the passage of appropriations 
in addition to those that are approved by 
the Bureau of the Budget. 

This attempt to muzzle citizen soldiers 
naturally has aroused resentment among 
Reserve officers. The law has been care- 
fully studied by some of the eminent at- 
torneys who are members of the Reserve 
Corps, and they are of the opinion that 
Reserve officers when not on active mili- 
tary duty are not subject to such regula- 
tions. They maintain all their rights as 
citizens, it is held. If the Director of the 
Budget views are correct, not only would 
the Reserve officers be prohibited from 
making appeals to Congress from the de- 
cision of the Director of the Budget but 
the National Guard would also be affected. 
Practically all of the National Guard offi- 
cers hold Reserve commissions. 

It will be recalled that upon the recom- 
mendations of the Director of the Budget 
the President threatened to refuse to ex- 
pend appropriations made by the last Con- 
gress for armory drill which had not been 
approved by the Director of the Budget. 
This upon investigation was found to 
illegal, although some reductions were 
made in the allowances for armory drill 
pay below the amount appropriated. 

MUZZLING RESERVE OFFICERS 

This year the Director of the Budget 
started his campaign against the National 
Guard and Reserve officers before Congress 
convened. He is seeking not only to keep 
any information from them as to the

amount that will be recommended by the 
Bureau of the Budget, but to curb their 
activities in securing adequate appropria- 
tions. With this condition confronting the 
Reserve Corps there is a prospect of a 
very heated discussion on the subject and 
the adoption of strong resolutions. 

With the holding of the convention of 
the Illinois Department of the Officers’ 
Reserve Corps at Rockford on September 
18 and 19, and the Indiana Department 
on September 20, all of the state and 
branch conventions will be concluded. 
Colonel Bullis will attend both of these 
conventions and say a few words for the 
“good of the order.”’ Under the instruc- 
tions of the War Department, Colonel 
Bullis will be able to put very little punch 
in his speeches, much to the disgust of the 
delegates, who have made a special request 
to the War Department that Colonel Bul- 
lis, who will have charge of appropria- 
tions for the General Staff that come un- 
der the head of Organized Reserves, discuss 
the proposed cuts in the Budget. This 
will not, however, prevent both conven- 
tions from adopting resolutions providing 
for adequate appropriations for not only 
Organized Reserves but for Regular Army 
and National Guard. The state conven- 
tions of the association have not confined 
themselves to resolutions simply for Re- 
serve officers, but have covered the entire 
subject of National Defense. 

The conventions in the Middle West 
have shown as much fighting spirit as 
those in the East. The Missouri Associa- 
tion passed a resolution demanding ap- 
propriations by Congress of sufficient size 
to carry out the provisions of the National 
Defense Act as originally recommended 
by the General Staff. This would require 
a Regular Army of 13,000 officers and 
150,000 men. The Missouri convention 
also passed a resolution demanding a_ pol- 
icy under which Reserve officers of the 
combatant branches would take training 
every year and a noncombatant not less 
than every three years. Under another 
resolution there will be at least 50,000 
students in the Citizens’ Military Train- 
ing Camps, and the Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps would be enlarged so as 
to produce not less than 8,000 Reserve 
officers annually for replacement in the 
corps. 

The Nebraska convention, in addition 
to demanding a strength for the Regular 
Army that is required by the National 
Defense Act, passed a number of resolu- 
tions that would raise the standard of the 
Officers’ Reserve Corps. Reserve officers 
who fail to take training for three years 
would be dropped. Reserve officers who 
take inactive training would be entitled 
to one month's pay, according to another 
resolution passed. There was also a reso- 
lution adopted by the convention under 
which commanding officers of Organized 
Reserve units who fail to bring up the 
strength of their commands to that re- 
quired by the War Department and take 
them to camp would be relieved of their 
command. In all of the state conven- 
tions resolutions protesting against re- 
duction in the Regular Army were passed. 

The announcement of Brig. Gen. John R. 
Delafield that he would not accept another 
term as president has been received with 
sincere regret. General Delafield during 
his term has made a splendid record in 
‘building up the Association. He has given 
a great deal of time to it and has visited 
almost every state in the union, with the 
result that there are active organizations 
in every state excepting New. Mexico, 
Delaware and Idaho. Even in these states 
there is quite a membership which is affili- 
ated with other local organizations. When 
General Delafield assumed the duties of 
president the association had 4,300 mem- 
bers, but now it has passed the 20,000 
mark. He would be reelected unanimously, 
it is said, if he would accept the place, 
but the General feels that he can not spare 
the time from his business to go forward 
with the work next year. 

With General Delafield out of the field 
a number of prominent officers are being 


mentioned in connection with the presi- 
dency. Included in this list are such out- 
standing leaders as Brig. Gen. Roy Hoff- 
man of Oklahoma, first vice-president of 
the association; Lt. Col. Noble Brandon 
Judah of Illinois, second vice-president ; 
Brig. Gen. Edgar Oreton, who organized 
the Ohio branch; and Col. John Sewell of 
Alabama, member of the National Council. 

As General Delafield comes from New 
York, there appears to be a feeling in the 
association that a western officer should be 
selected to succeed him, General Dela- 
field, in order to acquaint the delegates 
with the dangers of the proposed cuts in 
the Army Budget, has sent out a communi- 
cation to all of the local organizations of 
the association. He dwells especially on 
the seriousness of a proposal for a reduc- 
tion in the strength of the Regular Army. 
In the course of the communication he 
says: 

“National Headquarters is satisfied that the 
conditions that will have to be faced if any cut 
is made in the appropriation for the next fiscal 
year will be exceedingly dangerous and harm- 
ful to national defense. 

“The heaviest part of the cut, if any is made, 
would be from the Regular Army. This money, 
however, is largely used indirectly for and is 
absolutely necessary to the maintenance of the 
citizen components. A very great part of the 
activity of the Regular Army has to do with 
the building up, organization, training and 
efficiency of the citizen components including 
the Reserve Officers’ Training Corps and the 
Citizens’ Military Training Camps as well as 
the National Guard and the Organized Re- 
serves.” General Delafield enclosed an extract 
of General Orders 31 of July 18, 1921, W.D., 
under which the existing Regular Army was 
organized and goes on to say: 

“You will note that the Regular Army under 
the National Defense Act, as interpreted by this 
General Order, is merely one of the agencies for 
carrying out the plan of national defense out- 
lined in that Act, and that it has already been 
cut to the smallest possible size “or the reason 
that the defense of the country is made to de- 
pend in the largest measure on the citizen com- 
ponents. 

“Any further cut in the Regular Army would, 
therefore, go a long way towards making in- 
effective the citizen components, upon which the 
main burden of our defense must rest. 

“That the people realize this situation is 
clearly illustrated by the message of the Presi- 
dent of the United States, delivered on Decem- 
ber 8, 1923," which General Delafield encloses. 
“It would be hard,” he says, “to express the 
situation in condensed language more clearly 
than the President has done in that message.” 

General Delafield also incloses extracts from 
the platforms of both the Republican Party and 
the Democratic Party, and he says that these 
show that the two great parties have the same 
point of view as the President. 

A reprinted sheet from the Army and Navy 
Journal of August 29, 1925, which makes state- 
ments with regard to the proposed cut in the 
budget for national defense is also enclosed to 
Reserve officers by the General, “and we have 
no reason to believe that these statements are 
incorrect,”” he says. 

Among other important statements in his 
letter General Delafield says: 

“It is perfectly obvious that in order to main- 
tain our national defenses as they were last 
year it will be necessary not only to appro- 
priate as much money as was appropriated 
last year, but also sufficient money to restore 
or commence to restore the depleted munitions 
upon which the lives of our citizens and per- 
haps the very liberty of our country may, in 
case of emergency, depend. 

“While the people, as shown by the enclosed, 
and by many other statements in the public 
press and by leading citizens, are thoroughly in 
favor of preparedness under the National De- 
fense Act, yet they are not generally aware of 
the serious situation that now faces us. 

“The best and most effective way to bring 
this matter before the people is through the 
public press and now is the time to accomplish 
this. You are especially urged, therefore, to 
take this matter up in every way you can and 
get as strong editorials published as possible 
throughout the United States and especially in 
the districts and localities in which you can 
best accomplish this.”

FIND PN-9 NO. 1 


THE Navy seaplane PN-9 No. 1, which 
had been missing since September 1, 
when it was forced down within 200 miles 
of the Island of Kauai, T. H., on a trans- 
Pacific flight from San Francisco, was 
found by the U. S. submarine R-4, 15 miles 
east of the Island of Kauai, with its crew 
safe and in good health, on September 10. 
It was being towed to Nawiliwili by the 
submarine, Lt. D. R. Osborn, Jr., U.S.N., 
commanding the R-4. reported, and was 
expected there on September 11. 

The search for the missing seaplane had 
just been abandoned and the submarine 





R-4 started out to meet the destroyers

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into action with their lines of bearing 
parallel to each other. Mr. Walker stated 
that there was virtually unanimous agree- 
ment on this point by all authorities. He 
showed a large leading illustration to indi- 
cate more clearly the great advantage 
which this would supposedly give to us by 
reason of our five newest battleships being 
able to crumple up the British van before 
it could get into action. The picture 
omitted the two new British ships. The 
tactical fallacy in this was easily exposed 
and further demonstrated by reference to 
the Battle of Jutland, during which there 
was scarcely a single instance of the two 
hostile fleet lines of bearing being even 
approximately parallel. Jellicoe’s main 
effort very properly was to get on the 
hostile fiank, which, with superior speed, 
he succeeded in doing, as the Japanese did 
at Tsushima. 

The third important error of Mr. Walker 
was the premise that the very great British 
advantage in speed would be thrown away 
deliberately by keeping their battle cruisers 
close to their slow battleships, and by 
failing to even attempt translating speed 
into terms of range and gun power by 
flank operations. The absurdity of this 
was pointed out. 

In his September reply to the exposure 
of his errors of major premises Mr. Walker 
stuck to his opinions about battle cruisers, 
evaded altogether the question of parallel- 
ism of opposing fleet columns, and made 
his case principally upon ridiculing the 
idea of using blisters for getting increased 
range by heeling battleships in action. On 
this latter question his main arguments 
are given below, together with comment by 
the writer. 

MR. WALKER SHOWN TO BE IN ERROR 

First. Heeling the ship may impair pro- 
tection by lifting side armor out of water. 
No mention is made of the more important 
matter of increased deck protection at long 
ranges, nor of the ability to restore side 
protection by regulating trim at all but 
extreme ranges, nor of the very great pro- 
tection given by the ability to hit back 
when under enemy fire. 

Second. The difficulty in steering with 
ship heeled is alleged to be so great as to 
seriously increase the danger from torpedo 
attack. The fact that early American bat- 
tleships had no material difficulty in steer- 
ing when heeled in action by their unbal- 
anced turrets seems to have been over- 
looked. 

Third. The necessity of having to reverse 
course in battle may leave a ship heeled 
the wrong way and thus render it impos- 
sible to return the hostile fire. Mr. Walker 
states that from 20 minutes to a half hour 
would be required to correct the trim. If 
he will change this time to five minutes he 
will be much nearer the truth, and it 
should then be apparent that the trim may 
be corrected while the change of course is 
being made. The probability of a battle- 
ship having to suddenly reverse course and 
remain under fire at extreme range is re- 
mote. Mr. Walker cites the case of the 
German fleet at Jutland. He ignores the 
fact that the German turn about under fire 
took them out of action. 

Fourth, and last. “The most serious 
risk” of heeling ships in action, to Mr. 
Walker's thinking, is the helplessness in 
which battleships would place themselves 
against destroyer attack. He states that 
the limit of depression of “antitorpedo” 
guns is 5 degrees, and that a heel of 10 
degrees would consequently prevent the 
guns from hitting destroyers attacking at 
2,000 yards, which distance they will easily 
be able to reach under cover of smoke. To 
the professional reader it is idle to dwell 
upon the 10 degree exaggeration and the 
several errors and fantastic hypotheses in- 
volved in this which seem to indicate diffi- 
culty in meeting the issue with a reasonable 
regard for probabilities and realities. Per- 
haps the most irrational assumption is that 
of the impossibility of accomplishing the 
comparatively small job of adjusting limits 
of gun depression to meet the needs of the 
case. 


It will be clear to the profession that iy 
selecting such an unsound reason as his I 
principal objection to the use of blisters to 
get increased battle range, and interep.

U. S. NAVY 50 YEARS 
AGO WAS AN APOLOGY 


Lack of Appropriations Main 
Reason In Decline of 
Sea Power 


PERSONNEL EXCELLENT 





OOKING back at the U. S. Navy to 
L 1875, just 50 years ago, it is interesting 
to note that there was only a total of 149 
warships in the Navy at that time, and 
these included vessels building, under re- 
paiz, out of commission and in commission. 


® There were 70 vessels ‘which comprised 


paddles or screw steamers, with sails as an 
auxiliary ; 25 vessels were equipped with 
sails only; 27 monitors, which were the 
only ironclads in the Navy; and 27 
tugs, etc. 

A number of these ships were unfit for 
service. Our Navy, which at the end of 
the Civil War was the most powertul In 
the world, was allowed to deteriorate and 
decay through lack of sufficient appropria- 
tion from Congress, and no modern ships 
were constructed to keep pace with those 
of the great and even lesser powers. The 
navies of Europe, profiting by the lesson of 
the Monitor and Merrimac in our Civil 
War, had ironclad vessels of the most 
pwerful description, while the United 
States had only an apology of a Navy. Its 
personnel was second to none, and only 
lacked modern ships. So inadequate was 
our Navy that on a number of occasions 
British warships were requested to protect 
American interests in some far-away port 
of the world. 

THE CANAL BOAT INCIDENT 


An amusing example incident to the 
deplorable condition of the U. S. Navy in 
the seventies is called to mind by an inci- 
dent which occurred in 1873, when there 
was a tension between the United States 
and Spain over the Virginius affair. In 
December of that year the Spanish iron- 
clad Arapiles, of 5,600 tons displacement, 
armed with 10, 8, and 614 inch guns, hap- 
pened to be in New York, and was granted 
permission to get much-needed repairs at 
the navy yard, Brooklyn, N. Y. After she 
had got into dock the tension between 
Spain and the United States got to be 
more serious and war looked imminent. 
The Navy Department, it was understood, 
feared that the Spanish man-o-war, when 
repaired, might get out and play havoc 
with_some of our antiquated ships in case 
war was declared. So when the Spanish 
warship was about ready to leave the dock 


macanal boat full of coal very conveniently 


went to the bottom just in front of the 
sip the Arapiles occupied, and this kept 
her a prisoner for a time. It was said 
that the canal boat was accidentally sunk 
on purpose, according to the plan of some 
high heads of the Navy Department. 

The “accidental” sinking of the canal 
boat was reported in the newspapers at 
the time as follows: 

The canal boat Upland, with several 
others left Hoboken December 5 under tow 
and proceeded toward the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard. When in the middle of the East 
River a strange tug approached the boats, 
and a well-dressed man, apparently an offi- 
cer, hailed the boats and asked for the 
Upland, which was in command of “Com- 
modore’ Troutman, who had sailed the 
Taging canals for many years but had 
never been very far on blue water. The 
well-dressed man hailed the Upland, ask- 
ing: “Are you loaded with steamboat 
coal?” “Yes,” was the answer. “Then I 
want you,” said the man, and the boat was 
taken charge of by the strange tug and 
towed over before a ship at the navy yard. 

“Commodore” Troutman was then or- 
dered to leave his boat, and the “Commo- 
ore,’ one deck hand and a dog, all the 
ving creatures on board, left the Upland, 


taking nothing with them, not even their 
Supper, which was being cooked on the 
Stove at the time. 
Teported the facts of the case to Mr. 


They left the boat and 


oore, the Reading Company’s agent. He 


gave “Commodore” Troutman an order to 
80 to the navy yard and get the boat, but 
It was too late in the evening and the 
Commandant could not be seen, so the 
doughty “Commodore” was forced to wait 
until the next morning, December 6, when 


ne succeeded in seeing the commandant of 
the yard. After considerable talk he was 
ven in charge of two naval officers who 
vere to conduct him to his canal boat. 

2 THE UPLAND DISAPPEARS 

Upon arrival at the dock there was no 
Pland to be seen, as the craft with 216 
ons of coal and the effects of the crew 
mad sunk on the night of December 5. 


The “Commodore” loudly complained that 
he had lost all his effects when his boat 
went down, and after consideration he was 
paid $400 for his losses, which it is under- 
stood fully covered them. The deck hand 
also complained of the serious losses he 
had sustained, and he received $60 com- 
pensation, and seemed satisfied. The dog 
got nothing. 

Later when an enterprising reporter met 
“Commodore” Troutman the following con- 
versation was reported: “You are ‘Com- 
modore’ Troutman, I believe?’ “Yes.” 
“Were you in command of the Upland 


when she went down?” “No.” “Who 
was?” “Don’t know.” °*“Were you in 
command just before she sunk?” “Yes.” 


“Will you tell me the reason the barge 


sunk?” “No.” “Why not?’ “Because I 
don’t know.” “When did you leave your 
boat?” “Before she went down.” “When 


did she go down?” “Saturday morning, 
December 6, before daylight.” “What time 
did you leave the boat?” Here the “Com- 
modore,” looking tired, said, “Avast, you 
land lubber; put a stopper on your jaw 
tackle. You ask too durned much. Away 
with you.” 

The hope is expressed that Congress will 
never again let the Navy deteriorate as it 
did after the Civil War. 

FORMER OFFICERS 

In July, 1875, the Secretary of the Navy 
was George M. Robeson. David D. Porter, 
of Civil War fame, was the admiral of the 
Navy. The second senior officer was Vice 
Adm. Stephen C. Rowan. There were 12 
rear admirals, the senior being Charles H. 
Davis. Of the 26 commodores, Stephen D. 
Trenchard was the senior. Capt. Edmund 
R. Colhoun was senior of the 50 captains. 
Of the 90 commanders, James A. Greer 
was the senior. The senior lieutenant com- 
mander among the 100 was Horace E. 
Mullan. There were 273 _ lieutenants, 
among whom George R. Durand was 
senior, and 98 masters, William H. Beeh- 
ler being senior. There were 22 ensigns, 
among which Martin E. Hall was senior. 
There were 109 midshipmen taking their 
course at sea. 

The Medical Corps consisted of 156 offi- 
cers. The Surgeon General was Joseph 
Beale, who had a rank of commodore while 
holding the office as head of the Bureau of 
Medicine and Surgery. The heads of the 
other bureaus were the following: 

Capt. Robert W. Shufeldt, Bureau of 
Equipment and Recruiting; Comdr. J. C. 
Howell, Chief of the Bureau of Yards and 
Docks; Comdr. Daniel Ammen, Chief of

nance; Paymaster General J. O. Bradford, 
Chief of the Bureau of Provisions and 
Clothing; Engineer in Chief W. W. W. 
Wood, Chief of the Bureau of Steam En- 
gineering; Chief Constructor I. Hanscom, 
Chief of the Bureau of Construction and 
Repair. 

The senior chaplain, with the relative 
rank of captain, was Edmund C. Bittinger. 
The senior professor of mathematics, with 
the relative rank of captain, was John H. 


. Coffin. 

The head of the Marine Corps was Brig. 
Gen. Commandant Jacob Zeilin. Of the 
55 boatswains, John Burrows was the 
senior. Of the 62 gunners, George Serian, 
senior. Henry P. Lesly was the senior 
among the 50 carpenters, and David Bruce 
was the senior sailmaker among the 38 on 
the list. The senior mate among the 51 
was A. P. Bashford. 

The first class of cadet midshipmen at 
Annapolis had 45 members; the second, 
57; the third, 52; and the fourth, 65. In 
addition to these there were 29 cadet engi- 
neers.

COL. MITCHELL MAY 
GET COURT-MARTIAL 


Statements Attacking War 
And Navy Departments 
Start Probe 


CHARGES ARE MANIFOLD

Congress to make a single department of 
national defense with subsecretaries for 
the land, the air and the water, each to 
have an equal voice in our national de- 
fense system, and says: “Had this measure 
reached the floor of the House of Repre- 
sentatives last Winter it probably would 
have passed by a large majority.” 
REPLIES TO SEC. WILBUR 
In reply to the statement by Secretary 
of the Navy Wilbur that the Hawaiian 
flight proves the value of the Atlantic and 
Pacific as America’s bulwarks against air 
invasion from a foreign power, Colonel 
Mitchell points out that such an invasion 
from Asia would be made by way of 
Alaska, where the water to be crossed is 
little wider than the English Channel. 


The route from Europe, he said, is over 
the course followed by the round-the-world 
flyers, to Iceland, Greenland and North 
America, should a country become power- 
ful enough to undertake the operation. 

“What has the wreck of the Shenandoah 
to do with the possibility or impossibility 
of an air invasion from overseas?’’ Colonel 
Mitchell asked. ‘‘What business has the 
Navy over the mountains, anyway. Its 
mission is not only out in the water but 
ame water, out of sight and away from 
and.” 

Colonel Mitchell charges that in at- 
tempts to keep down the development of 
aviation into an independent development, 
‘handled and directed by aeronautical ex- 
perts, that those in charge of affairs have 
gone to the utmost length to carry their 
point. All aviation policies, schemes and 
systems are controlled and directed by non- 
flyers, who know practically nothing about 
it, he says. 

Both the War and Navy Departments 
maintain public propaganda agencies which 
are supposed to publish to the people truth- 
ful facts about national defense, Colonel 
Mitchell declared, charging that the air- 
men are “bluffed and bulldozed so that 
they dare not tell the truth in a majority 
of cases, knowing that if they do they will 
be deprived of their future career and sent 
to the most out-of-the-way places.” He 
reviews several accidents of the past, de- 
elaring that the loss of life in them were 
due largely to obsolete and improper air- 
craft and equipment. 

In asking what the Army and Navy has 
done to show that existing obsolete sys- 
tems should continue, Colonel Mitchell 
comments on the Pacific Fleet maneuvers, 
the Hawaiian flight and the MacMillan 
Arctic expedition. 

VIEWS ON NAVY TACTICS 

Commenting on the heralded “capture” 
of the Hawaiian Islands by Navy craft 
despite the operations of the air forces, 
Colonel Mitchell declared that in warfare 
the fleet would have been bottled up in 
San Francisco Harbor by mines planted by 
enemy submarines. If surface vessels got 
through these, the whole Pacific would be 
patrolled by fleets of submarines, he said, 
and any vessel escaping the constant sub- 
marine attack by gunfire, underwater tor- 
pedoes, gas and high explosives would be 
met by aircraft hundreds of miles from 
shore and “sent to the bottom forthwith.” 

If the joint maneuvers off Hawaii 
showed anything conclusively, it was fa- 
vorable to aircraft, Colonel Mitchell de- 
clared, pointing out what the 1921 airplane 
bombardment tests showed could be done. 

“What would the $50,000,000 to $80,- 
000,000 spent on the Pacific maneuvers 
have meant if applied to the development 
of airplanes and submarines?” he asked. 

CRITICIZES PACIFIC FLIGHT 

Terming the Hawaiian flight planes 
“good for nothing, big, lumbering boats,” 
he criticized the methods used in providing 
for the safety of the flight, declaring. that 
destroyers capable of a speed more than 
two-thirds as fast as the planes should 
have steamed full speed in the direction of 
the course, thereby keeping in sight of the 
flyers all the time. With gasoline supply 
exhausted, the plane probably was caught 
in a sudden gust and disappeared beneath 
the waves, Colonel Mitchell said, leaving 
no trace of the disaster. Even though 
successful, the flight would have meant 
nothing from either military or commercial 
standpoint, he declared. 


That the Shenandoah was « modern air- 
ship, completely equipped ‘and © property 
constructed, is contradicted by Colonel 
Mitchell, who declared she was an experi- 
mental ship, built in the United States, 
and was about 50 per cent overweight. 
Her whole structure was badly strained, he 
said, when the giant ship broke away from 
her mooring mast last Spring, tearing out 
the nose of the big blimp and otherwise 
damaging it. He also declared that the 
reduction in the number of valves in the 
gas bag, made to save the expensive helium 
gas, made the ship more dangerous to the 
crew. 


Colonel Mitchell charges that the Shen- 
andoah was on a propaganda mission to 
offset the publicity of the Arctic and Pa- 
cific failures; that the tour of the ship 
meant little to the development of aviation 
or to the Service. 


“Her survivors are muzzled by the Navy 
Department, pending a whitewash board,” 
he declared. “The impression allowed to 
get out shakes the faith of the reople in 
airship transportation and hinders its com- 
mercial development.” 


Commenting on airplanes “borrowed 
from the Army and entirely inadequate 
for the work in hand,” for use in the 
MacMillan Arctic flight, Colonel Mitchell 
declared the expedition was “more propa- 
ganda.” 


“As far as can be learned,” he said, “it 
was a cat-and-dog fight all the way up and 
back, between MacMillan, the pilots and 
the Navy Department. Is there an airman 
who does not know that with the little 
jitneys they took up there the pole could 
not be reached?” 


Colonel Mitchell goes on to deride the 
antiaircraft firing practice in the 2d Corps 
Area, claims that the Air Service was 
muzzled regarding this practice so that the 
Coast Artillery could get credit that did 
not belong to it. He states that coast 
defenses are worthless and that the money 
spent on them is wasted, and believes that 
the Air Service could receive a large part 
of the appropriation now going to the 
Coast Artillery, to great advantage. 


“Not one heavy bomb has been dropped 
by the Air Service line units in target 
practice for two years,” said Colonel 
Mitchell. “Only about four or five modern 
sights are on hand with the bombing 
groups, and today, I, who know our per- 
sonnel better than any living man, can 
only put my hand on two perfectly capable 
bombardment crews to handle our aircraft 
in case we are attacked. 


“The other thing that the War Depart- 
ment has done this Summer is to study 
how the flyers’ pay could be reduced or 
taken away from them. Think of it; the 
whole effort of the War Department dur- 
ing the Summer has been to fool the people 
into thinking that antiaircraft cannon are 
a protection and to keep tie rightful flying 
pay away from the pilots.”

MARINES SCORE HEAVILY 


THE Palma Trophy team match, em- 
blematic of the Long Range Team 
Championship of the World, shot for at 
Camp Perry, Ohio, September 5, was won 
by the United States team, with a score 
of 1,770 points out of a possible 1,800. It 
beat the second team, that of Canada, by 
25 points. The Canadian team made a 
total score of 1,745. The team from Cuba 
was third with 1,745 points. 

The match was open to teams of eight 
men each, who fired 15 shots per man at 
800, 900 and 1,000 yards.

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DENY NEGLECT OF NAVY DEAD 


RS. MAGGIE SPRATLEY, mother of 

Aviation Machinist Spratley, U.S.N., 
protested to the Secretary of the Navy 
against the manner in which the remains 
of her son were delivered to her, and also 
protested that the Navy Department did 
not ship them from Venice, IIl., as _ re- 
quested, to St. Louis, Mo., where the 
funeral was to be held. There were also 
some other protests and criticisms of the 
department of the same nature, which were 
due to ignorance of law governing the 
Navy Department and the conditions sur- 
rounding the accident. 

It is pointed out at the Navy Depart- 
ment that prompt action was taken by the 
Surgeon General to do everything possible 
to have the remains shipped in proper 
manner, and the officers on duty at Cald- 
well, Ohio, went as far as the funds they 
were authorized to spend and the law 
would permit. In the first place, the de- 
partment is authorized to pay transporta- 
tion only from the place where the accident 
occurs to a designated home of the officer 
or enlisted man. The cost of the funeral 
is also limited to $150. On the manifest 
which was sent Mrs. Spratley, and the 
nearest of kin of all the injured, was 
printed in prominent red letters: 

“Pay no charges on this shipment. 
Transportation will be paid by the Navy 
Department. No charges of any kind in 
connection with this bill of lading will be 
collected from the consignee.” 

Despite this, and the understanding be- 
tween the Navy Department and the ex- 
press companies that the transportation of 
the remains would be paid by the Govern- 
ment, it appears that the agent at Venice 
refused to deliver the remains of her son 
to Mrs. Spratley without payment of the 
transportation. A number of others had 
trouble of the same character, as the local 
agents had never handled the remains of 
soldiers or sailors. Mrs. Spratley also 
complained because the Navy Department 
did not furnish her son with the guard of 
honor, as it does in larger cities. This is 
only possible where there are detachments 
of Marines or sailors stationed. The Navy 
Department has no authority or funds to 
transport an escort with the remains.

SEC. WILBUR REFUTES 
MANY MISSTATEMENTS 


Denies Sensational Charges 
After Conference With 
Adml. Moffett 


NO POLITICS INVOLVED 


FTER a conference with Rear Adm. 
W. A. Moffett, U.S.N., Chief of the 
Bureau of Aeronautics, U.S.N., and Capt. 
G. W. Steele, U.S.N., commandant of the 
Naval Air Station at Lakehurst, N. J., the 
Secretary of the Navy gave out a formal 
statement in which he denied “in toto” all 
of the sensational charges that have been 
made by Col. William Mitchell, A.S., U.S.A. 
Admiral Moffett, who was present at the 
conference of the newspaper men, declared 
that every officer and enlisted man who 
were to participate in the trans-Pacific 
flight were more than anxious to hop off, 
and all were confident that they would 
reach Honolulu safely. Following is the 
text of the Secretary’s statement: 


TEXT OF STATEMENT 


“First. The orders issued for the Shenandoah’s 
flight were issued by the departmental officers as 
are all orders for ships movements, as provided 
by law and by regulation. 

“Second. There was nothing political whatever 
in connection with the flight of the Shenandoah. 

“Third. The flight was determined upon last 
June, and had no relation to the polar flight or 
the Hawaiian flight. 

“Fourth. The details of the flight were ar- 
ranged during my absence on the Pacific coast 
by Admiral Moffett, Chief of the Bureau of 
Aeronautics, and Admiral Eberle, Chief of Op- 
erations, in accordance with the suggestions of 
Commander Lansdowne, who had fixed the time 
of the flight and who had power to change it 
or abandon the flight altogether if his judgment 
so dictated, as Captain Steele did in his par- 
tially completed trip to St. Paul in the Los 
Angeles in June. 

“Fifth. Commander Lansdowne never pro- 
tested against the flight in person or by com- 
munication to me or anyone in the department 
and, on the contrary, expressed his satisfaction 
with it to his superiors and associates. Captain 
Steele, his immediate superior, states Com- 
mander Lansdowne was fully confident that the 
flight would be successfully made. 

“Sixth. Had he objected the flight would have 
been postponed or abandoned, as was done when 
the trip was suggested for July. 

“Seventh. It is manifest that the accident to 
the Shenandoah was in no wise due to the 
change in the escape valves. The gas bags did 
not explode and were intact at the time the 
Shenandoah broke up. 

“Eighth, The Shenandoah struck a small unan- 
ticipated tornado or line squall which she could 
not avoid. 

“Ninth. An experienced weather 
accompanied the Shenandoah. 

“Tenth. With reference to the flight of the 
PN-9, the Secretary of the Navy did not fix the 
time of the flight or the place of departure. 
This was left to those in command of the flight 
project. Commander Rodgers recommended the 
place and the time of the flight and had au- 
thority to postpone the time of flight, and this 
he actually did from August 28 to August 31. 
Admiral Moffett reports that the time could not 
have been more propitious for the flight, and 
that every man in the crew was eager to make 
the flight, and that the PN-9 No. 1 was in 
splendid condition. 

“Eleventh. I met the members of the crew 
when in San Diego in July, conferred with 
Commander Rodgers, informed him that the 
question of place and time of flight was abso- 
lutely in his hands, that we would not inter- 
fere with his discretion, and he expressed the 
greatest confidence in his ability to reach Hawaii 
without mishap. 

“Twelfth. No man was forced to do anything 
in this flight or any other that in his judgment 
was unwise.”

HE desire of Col. William Mitchell, 
Trs.a. that he be tried by court-mar- 
tial appears to be in a fair way to be 
satisfied. As announced in another col- 
umn, Maj. Gen. John L. Hines, U.S.A., 
chief of staff, has referred his recent in- 
terview and his book to the Inspector 
General. 

However, Colonel Mitchell will not be 
able to drag the united Air Service con- 
troversy in the trial.

SECRETARY OF WAR NOT INVOLVED 


[" was pointed out in the War Depart- 
ment during the discussion of the mat- 
ter that it is not absolutely necessary for 
the Secretary of War or even the Chief 
of Staff to approve the order for the court- 
martial of Colonel Mitchell. Maj. Gen. 
Ernest Hinds, U.S.A., commanding general 
of the Sth Corps Area, has full authority 
to conduct the court-martial. He can de- 
til the officers of the court and, in the 
gme way that other officers have been 
tied, forward the proceedings and the 
erdict of the court through regular chan- 
yls to the Chief of Staff and the Secretary 
¢ War. 

Whether Colonel Mitchell is tried in 
Washington or at Ft. Sam Houston, Tex., 
vill depend largely upon the availability 
of officers for the court. In this, as in all 
other matters, the cost must be taken into 
onsideration. Officers at the department 
sho have gone over his utterances and 
writings are convinced that, if he is quoted 
errectly, Colonel Mitchell has violated a 
mmber of Articles of War and Regula- 
tions. 

The consensus of opinion at the depart- 
nent is that the charges against Colonel 
Mitchell will be brought under the Article 
of War which refers to conduct unbecom- 
ing an officer and gentleman. If he were 
onvicted under this article he will be sen- 
tneed to dismissal. There is no dispo- 
ition in the War Department to unduly 
punish Colonel Mitchell. It is recognized 
that he has a notable service record and 
he has a great many personal friends in 
the Army. The opinion is that the dis- 
pline of the Army can not be maintained 
if Colonel Mitchell is permitted to attack 
the War Department, cartoon the Secre- 
tury of War, and even question the pa- 
tiotism of the President. 


THINK HE SHOULD LEAVE ARMY 


OLONEL MITCHELL’S usefulness to 

the Army, in the opinion of many offi- 
ers, who a_knowledge that he has done 
agreat deal in interesting the country in 
the Air Service, has come to an end. They 
hive felt for some time that Colonel 
Mitchell should retire to civil life. 

In this connection it is recognized that 
the encouragement which Colonel Mitchell 
has received in Congress has come almost 
entirely from the antipreparedness groups. 
The lone exception to this is probably 
Representative C. F. Curry of California. 
Mr. Curry, who introduced Colonel 
Mitchell’s bill and now proposes to intro- 
duce another one for his promotion, has 
ilways been a strong supporter of pre- 
paredness measures. The other members 
of the Senate and House who have taken 
an interest in Colonel Mitchell's crusade 
ave almost universally been anti-pre- 
paredists and near-pacifists. 

Senator King of Utah, who now pro- 
poses to conduct another investigation of 
the Air Service of the Army and Navy, 
i§ an outstanding example. His entire 
Interest in any Army and Navy measure 
has been in opposition to adequate appro- 
priations and to embarrass the Services. 
Colonel Mitchell during his fight has been 
quoted extensively in the literature of paci- 
fist organizations, and his speeches have 

n used to keep down appropriations for 
the Army and Navy and to defeat con- 
structive measures. 

The attempt of Colonel Mitchell to take 
advantage of the Shenandoah disaster to 
get the attention of the public is not add- 
ig to his popularity either in or out of 
the Service. His alleged claim that the 
Secretary of the Navy, or anyone in the 
department, should be held responsible for 
e accident or the death of the unfor- 
tunate officers and men will, of courses, 
hot stand examination. All of the great 
Powers have had similar disasters with this 


type of ship, and this is the first time

that anyone occupying a responsible posi- 
tien has made any such assertions. 

Many claim that if his reasoning is fol- 
lowed to a_ logical conclusion, Colonel 
Mitchell should be held responsible for any 
casualties that have happened in his com- 
mand during his service. The casualties 
in the Army Air Service while Colonel 
Mitchell was Assistant Chief of Air Sery- 
ice are far in excess of those on the 
Shenandoah, and no one would be so un- 
just as to even suggest that Colonel 
Mitchell was responsible for them. He 
was also granted large appropriations for 
the Air Service. 

That Colonel Mitchell permitted the car- 
tooning of Secretary Weeks in his book is 
an act which will lose many friends for 
him. Colonel Mitchell's explanation that 
he did not place it in the book has not 
been accepted by any of Secretary Week's 
friends. He could have stopped its publi- 
cation or distribution after it was printed, 
those who are acquainted with the manner 
in which books are published pointed out. 


REGULAR PROCEDURE IN CASE 


UP to this writing, the Assistant Secre- 
tary of War and Maj. Gen. John L. 
Hines, Chief of Staff, U.S.A., have refused 
to be drawn into a controversy through 
the newspapers with Col. William Mitchell, 
of the Air Service. They are insisting 
that his case should go through the regular 
channels and be dealt with by the usual 
routine. They see no reason why they 
should discuss the merits of the ease, and 
insist that it will be the province of the 
court to decide the question as to whether 
Colonel Mitchell has violated the Articles 
of War and the Army Regulations. 

The initial action was taken by General 
Hines because Colonel Mitchell’s criticism 
was directed against the War Department. 

While to the uninitiated the trip of 
Colonel Nugent to Texas with the view of 
determining officially whether 
Mitchell has been correctly quoted may ap- 
pear to be an unnecessary formality, atten- 
tion is called to a number of cases wherein 
officers have escaped trial by court-martial 
by merely indorsing on the inquiry from 
the commanding officer the published state- 
ment credited to them the word “mis- 
quoted,” with their signatures. In such 
eases officers have not been required to 
specify in what respect they have been 
misquoted. The signature of an officer to 
an article in the publication is not con- 
clusive proof that it is authentic. 

The statement published in the dis- 
patches that Colonel Mitchell declared that 
his interview is authentic would not be 
sufficient for the court. He must make this 
statement officially. In event of a trial it 
is anticipated that Colonel Mitchell will 
employ some eminent attorney, and that 
the attorney, despite the boastful state- 
ments published in the papers by Colonel 
Mitchell, may raise a point before the court 
on the regularity of the proceedings in 
bringing the charges and ordering the trial. 
It is evidently the intentions of the Assist- 
ant Secretary of War and the Chief of 
Staff not to take any chances in handling 
the case of Colonel Mitchell. 

The question as to whether the War and 
Navy Departments have been “criminally 
negligent,’ as charged by Colonel Mitchell, 
is not one to be taken up by the War and 
Navy Departments. It is insisted in the 
department that this is a matter for the 
President and Congress to determine. The 
Assistant Secretary of War has indicated 
that the department is prepared for any 
congressional investigation that may be 
ordered in a regular manner. They are not 
in the least concerned, it is stated, with 
the threats that have been made by Colonel 
Mitchell or any of his champions in Con- 
gress. 

AIR SERVICE CONTROL 


1% reply to the frequent charges that the 
Air Service is under control of non- 
flying officers, it is pointed out that no 
branch of the Army is as free from inter- 
ference on the part of officers of other 
arms as is the Air Service. In this con- 
nection it is stated that by the establish- 
ment of numerous schools three-fourths of 
the Air Service is under direct control of 
the Chief of Air Service. No other branch 
in the Army has anything like as many 
schools as the Air Service. Officers in the 
other arms of the Service have frequently 
charged that the establishment of these 
schools at Air Service posts is a mere 
ruse to take the personnel from the control 
of the corps area commanders and the War 
Department. There are now the following 
Air Service schools: The Air Service Ad- 
vanced Flying School, Kelly Field, Tex. ; 
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the Air Service Primary Flying School, at 
Brooks Field, Tex.; the Air Service Tech- 
nical School, at Chanute Field, Ill.; the 
Air Service Balloon and Airship School, at 
Scott Field, Ill.; and the School of Avia- 
tion Medicine, at Mitchel Field, Long 
Island, N. Y. 

It is further pointed out that in the 
administration of the Air Service the War 
Department only assumes jurisdiction in 
matters of general policy which affects the 
eutire Army, and calls for expenditures 
that would require the approval of the 
Director of the Budget. No other branch 
has such a large sum of money appropri- 
ated for it without restrictions than the 
Air Service. When it was decided to con- 
duct the round-the-world flight the matter 
of selecting personnel, machines and all 
equipment was left to the flying officers in 
the office of the Chief of Air Service. 
Furthermore, all of the activities, not only 
of the Army but also of the Navy, were 
placed at the disposal of the Air Service 
in conducting the flight. Even the Coast 
Guard was called upon to cooperate in 
conducting the flight. It was only through 
the loyal cooperation of the Army, the 
Navy and the Coast Guard that the flight 
was a success. 

These and many other facts to disprove 
Colonel Mitchell's charges would be ready 
for submission if Congress decides to con- 
duct another investigation. If by that 
time Colonel Mitchell is out of the Service 
it is asserted at the department that he 
will be perfectly free to make any ‘charges 
that he may see fit, but in the interest of 
the discipline of the Army it is main- 
tained steps will be taken to hold him to 
account for anything that he has‘to say 
in the violation of the Articles of War and 
the Army Regulations. 


COLONEL MITCHELL STILL DEFIANT 


OLONEL MITCHELL, up to the time 

this paper went to press, was still giv- 
ing daily statements in the public press 
denouncing the War and Navy Depart- 
ments and defying them. Im a statement 
published on September 10 he is quoted in 
part as follows: 

“If the War Department does not like 
the statements I make, let officials take 
any disciplinary action they want, court- 
martial or no court-martial; but there will 
be no investigation, no pleas, no defense 
on my part covering a question of that 
kind,” Colonel Mitchell declared. He made 
this reply in answer to a question as to 
what he intended doing if prosecuted by 
the War Department for his statement of 
last Saturday. 

“The investigation that is needed is that 
of the War and Navy Departments and 
their conduct in the disgraceful administra- 
tion of aeronautics,” he added. 


THE CHINESE QUESTION 


N a carefully prepared circular under 

the date of Shanghai, China, July 20, 
the Associated Chambers of Commerce of 
China come very close to advocating armed 
intervention in the affairs of China. After 
reciting in a calm and careful manner the 
events that have led up to the present de- 
plorable conditions in China, the circular 
concludes : 

“We are not advocating armed inter- 
vention, but we do believe it is vital that 
the United States Government pay close 
attention to the trend of affairs here in 
China and cooperate fully with other gov- 
ernments, otherwise the whole fabric of 
western interests, commercial, financial and 
educational, will be destroyed and the de- 
velopment of China retarded for possibly 
a half century.” 

The conclusion printed is hardly a logi- 
eal deduction from the statements that 
precede it. For instance, it is said and 
movement has points of similarity to the 
Boxer Rebellion of 1900. It will be re- 
stated: “In many respects the present 
membered that the Boxer Rebellion had its 
underlying causes in a period of internal 
unrest aggravated by the seizure of Chi- 
nese territory by foreign nations.” 

The circular might have gone on and 
related that the Boxer Rebellion, during 
which all the foreign legations were be- 
sieged and Chinese engaged in systematic 
attacks upon all foreigners, brought about 
armed intervention by America and other 
powers. There is no assurance now that 
the use of force will not become neces- 
sary if “the whole fabric of western in- 
terests, commercial, financial and educa- 
tional,” is to be preserved. The most sur- 
prising statement in the circular is that 
the agitation is directed against the Ameri- 





can missionaries. This agitation, like much 
of the other, has its origin with the Soviet. 

“American missionary interests in 
China,” the circular goes on to state, “al- 
though they have worked for almost a cen- 
tury in the education of the Chinese 
masses, are likewise affected. For more 
than a year there has been in progress a 
serious anti-Christian movement which has 
been aimed principally at colleges and 
universities conducted by the Americans 
and financed by American money in China. 
Leading missionaries, who have investi- 
gated this question closely, are firmly con- 
vinced that this agitation has had its ori- 
gin with the Soviet, because they have 
recognized that the American missionary 
students in China are the single factor in 
spreading western ideals and culture on 
the continent of Asia.” 


Looking the situation squarely in the 
face it would appear that western inter- 
ests, missionaries, colleges and all may as 
well prepare to get out of China if they 
are not supported by armed force. It is 
doubtful whether the League of Nations, 
in which some of the church leaders place 
so much faith, will save the situation in 
China. Neither will Senator Borah’s plan 
for the outlawing of war save the mission- 
aries in China. 


AIR SERVICE IN RIFF CAMPAIGN 


WHILE the official reports of the use of 
*¥ an air force against the Riffians do not 
justify the claims of the more enthusiastic 
witnesses before the Aircraft Investigating 
Committee of the House, the French air- 
planes have been very effective in the cam- 
paign. Officers who have studied the re- 
ports of the War Department state that 
the French flyers have done some splendid 
work and have fully demonstrated the 
necessity of developing an air force for 
modern warfare. The French air force 
has been used very effectively in guarding 
the flanks of the Infantry, both in advanc- 
ing and retreat. 

The air force’s chief function had been 
that of reconnoissance. It is believed that 
the final report on the campaign will show 
that this function at a number of critical 
= has saved French units from annihi- 
ation. 


_ The air force has also been very valuable 
in relief work for outlying posts and small 
fortifications. It has made it possible for 
these outposts to be maintained when their 
personnel would be forced to surrender by 
the transportation of supplies and ammu- 
nition by air from the main body of troops 
to outposts. In a number of cases ice has 
been transported by airplanes to furnish 
water for hard-pressed outposts. 


Not only the French military authorities 
but those of other nations are watching 
every development of the campaign to de- 
termine the functions of an air force under 
actual war conditions. Modern aviation 
in the Riffian campaign is really receiving 
its first battle test. What happens in this 
campaign will have much to do with the 
shaping of the air policy of all of the large 
powers. 
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GARRISON AT FT. ETHAN 
ALLEN HAD BUSY SUMMER 


HE Regular Army garrison at Ft. 

Ethan Allen, Vt., completed the most 
widely diversified and successful season of 
training that the post has known on Au- 
gust 30, when the last of the C.M.T.C. 
students departed for their homes. In ad- 
dition to its own tactical problems, which 
included for the first time actual firing on 
its own Field Artillery range, the garrison 
since May 3 has trained 700 C.M.T.C. 
students, 150 R.O.T.C, students, one Re- 
serve Engineer regiment, four Reserve Cav- 
alry units and four Reserve Field Artil- 
lery units. 

With the acquisition of a large plot of 
land some 14 miles from the post and 
nestling against the background of the 
Green Mountains, Ft. Ethan Allen's train- 
ing center, according to experienced Field 
Artillerymen, while not the largest, is one 
of the best Artillery ranges in the coun- 
try. This range has been christened “Feigl 
Range,” in honor of the late Lt. Jeff Feigl, 
the first American Artillery officer killed 
during the World War, and a member of 
the 7th Field Artillery. With the acquisi- 
tion of this range the necessity for the an- 
nual pilgrimage of the Field Artillery 
troops to Camp Devens no longer existed, 
and the Ist Corps Area turned over to this 
post the task of training a great propor- 
tion of the civilian components of the 
Army of the United States in this Corps 
Area, and some from the 2d Corps Area. 

The first unit went into the post for 
training this year was the 322d Engineers, 
part of the 97th Division,: Col. Redfield 
Proctor, commanding. They were at the 
post from May 8 to May 17. 

Headquarters Battery, 7th Field Artil- 
lery, U.S.A., moved out to the range June 
1, where it remained under canvas for the 
entire season, handling not only the com- 
munications but also the entire upkeep and 
patrol. Immediately following this the 1st 
Battalion, 7th Field Artillery, U.S.A., be- 
gan a series of hikes out to the range, 
which was to continue throughout the sea- 
son. The actual target practice of this 
battalion took up until June 19. 

The 301st and 308d Cavalry, Reserve 
regiments of the 61st Cavalry Division, 
from the 2d Corps Area, arrived at the 
post on June 14 for their unit training, 
and the Ist Squadron, 3d G@avalry, became 
their parent organization. 

The R.O.T.C. camp came into being 
with 70 Cavalry students from Norwich 
University, Massachusetts Agricultural Col- 
fege and Culver Military Academy; and 
80 Field Artillery students from Yale and 
Harvard universities. The Field Artil- 
lerymen were taken over by Battery C, 
7th Field Artillery, U.S.A., and the Cav- 
alry by a composite troop from the 3d Cav- 
alry, U.S.A. Major A. V. Arnold, F.A., 
D.O.L., was R.O.T.C. Camp commander. 

The Ist Reserve Field Artillery unit, the 
355th Field Artillery, part of the 76th Di- 
vision, with headquarters at New Haven, 
Conn., arrived on July 12, and Battery B, 
7th Field Artillery, U.S.A., became their 
parent unit, while Battery A had the task 
of preparing for the ArtiNery C.M.T.C. 

Coincident with the departure of the 
355th Field Artillery on July 26 was the 
arrival of the 315th Cavalry, O.R., with 
headquarters at Providence, R. L, Col. 
Herbert R. Dean, commanding. The mis- 
sion of the 315th was one of mobilization, 
which included the processing of the C.M. 
T.C. students, who began to dribble into 
the post on July 27, although the actual 
opening of the camp did not take place 
until August 1. 

The C.M.T. Camp consisted of more than 
400 students from the Ist Corps Area, of 
whom a small proportion was basic, and 
200 advanced students, all Cavalry, from 
the 2d Corps Area. An innovation was 
the presence of 24 New York City mounted 
policemen among the 2d Corps Area stu- 
dents. The students were divided into two 
Field Artillery batteries, with Batteries 
A and B, 7th Field Artillery, as their 
parent organization, and three Cavalry 
troops, the entire squadron of Regular Cav- 
alry being utilized for them. On August 
2. in the midst of the processing of the 
C.M.T.C., the 303d Field Artillery and the 
365th Field Artillery, O.R., constituting 
the light Artillery brigade of the 97th Di- 
vision, arrived for their unit training, and 
Battery C, 7th Field Artillery, took up 
two weeks of double duty, being utilized 
by both regiments. The 303d Field Artil- 
lery, O.R., arrived from Portland, Me., 
Col. Fred BE. Gignoux, commanding, while 
the 365th has its headquarters at Man- 
chester, N. H., Col. George L. Taylor, 
commanding. 

Governors’ Day, August 28, was marked 
by the presence of Gov. Franklin 8. Bil- 
lings of Vermont, who: reviewed the stu- 
dents and presented the trophies for mili- 
tary excellence and for athletics.

HE 244th Coast Artillery, N.Y.NG 

(old 9th), Col. John J. Byrne command. 
ing, went into camp at Ft. Ontario, N, y 
August 1 to 16, 1925. Fifty-seven officers 
and 726 enlisted men were present, an qt. 
tendance of 90 per cent of those on the 
rolls.

which will be held October 8, 9 and 10 of 
this year. While the air races are to be 
held under the auspices of the National 
Aeronautic Association, a committee of 
citizens of New York are promoting the 
project and the Army officials are fur- 
nishing the place for the races. Civil and 
military authorities on Long Island are 
combining their efforts to police the area 
during the races. A slight rearrangement 
of traffic on Long Island wiil be made 
when the races begin, in order that motor- 


ists may get from New York City to 
Mitchel Field easily. 
The home pylon has already been set 


up, and some of the pilots who are going 
to fly in the races have been trying out 
the course over which they will fly during 
the races. An excellent arrangement has 
been made to render first aid in case of ac- 
cidents. Army and civilian doctors will 
be stationed along the course, with a:so»le 
transportation at intervals of every iwo 
miles, and should any airplane be forced 
down and the aviator sustain injury, he 
can be reached within a very few minutes. 
It is not expected that serious accidents 
will occur, but in the development of new 
types of planes elements of weakness some- 
times occur during the strain of competi- 
tion. The Army and Navy have been most 
careful in their racing planes, a model of 
one of the racing planes having been built 
some time ago and sand tested far be- 
yond the expected strain. This was done 
in order to insure the safety of personnel 
during the speed races. 
GODDARD, A.S., 

working in conjunction with 
the best-known kodak manufacturer, has 
perfected a system of aerial photography 
in which a finished and dried picture can 
be dropped to the ground within five min- 
utes after the exposure has been made. 
This is done by making a direct positive, 
which is developed and fixed in a light- 
proof bag attached to the camera. The 
print is dried in the air and can then be 
dropped to the ground from the airplane 
in which it was made. Formerly it was 
necessary to make a landing, relay the film 
to a laboratory, develop the negative, make 
a print, and then use either an airplane 
or some other means of taking the print 
to the place in which it was needed.

In all probability the cata- 
log will contain numerous photographs 
showing the details of different portions 
of this plane. 

It is the intention of the Chief of Air 
Service that the PT-1, which means “pri- 
mary training,’ shall be the means of 
training future pilots. Thorough tests 
have shown the airworthiness and adapt- 
ability of this new plane for training pur- 
poses, and its many good qualities com- 
mend it to pilot and student alike. 

The wings and ailerons are of wood con- 
struction, but the fuselage, empennage, 
and landing gear, as well as the engine 
mount, are built of steel tubing, with steel 
swage rods to strengthen the rear fuselage 
structure. The front and rear sections of 
the fuselage are held together by 12 bolts, 
in addition to tie rods. The gasoline tanks 
and the altimeter are located in the center 
section,

OF THE ARMY 





GAFTt. PAUL S. EDWARDS, Signal 
Corps, U.S.A., recently visited the lab- 
oratory of the Electrical Apparatus Co. to 
observe the effectiveness of the McCaa 
anti-static system in connection with Sig- 
nal Corps apparatus. Sergeant Murray, of 
the War Department message center, also 
witnessed the test. 

Although promising developments are re- 
ported, there is doubt as to whether the 
results are any better than with the sys- 
tem now in use in the Washington office. 
Arrangements are being made to bring the 
apparatus to Washington for comparative 
tests. 


HE Army Signal School at Ft. Mon- 

mouth, N. J., will open September 15 
for the 1925-26 season. The personnel 
have practically all arrived at the school, 
the instructors and enlisted personnel of 
the staff have been designated and the 
adaptability tests have been given. 


STUDY of the fire-conrro: communica- 
tion system for use in connection with 
the 16-inch guns in the Panama Canal 
Zone has been completed, and recommen- 


dations submitted to the Chief of Coast 
Artillery through the Chief of Engineers. 
The total cost of the signal equipment in 
connection with this project is approxi- 
mately $100,000. 


MEETING of the Salvage Board was 

recently held for the purpose of con- 
sidering the bids offered for surplus prop- 
erty of the Signal Corps, located at New 
York and San Francisco. It was decided 
that rather than sell chests EC-5 for less 
than $1.50 they should be shipped to Wash- 
ington, D. C., and sold individually to 
officers for not less than $3. 


HE SCR-133 production in the hands 
of the National Electrical Supply Co. 
has been held up due to a misunderstand- 
ing as to the type of wire to be used in the 


oscillator variometer. It was found that 
the addition of a small condenser reme- 


died the electrical troubles, and will pro- 
vide a means of adjustment for the set 
in the field. Action is being withheld pend- 
ing final report from Ft. Monmouth on the 
feasibility of installing the additional con- 
denser. 


QUARTERMASTER CORPS 


HE Quartermaster General, with the 

concurrence of the War Department and 
the Corps Area commanders concerned, in- 
augurated a conference at Camp Dix, N. J., 
for the period July 5 to 19, 1925, for the 
training of Reserve Quartermaster officers 
of both the Territorial and Branch as- 
signment groups. 


About 90 officers attended from the 1st, 
2d and 3d Corps Areas, constituting the 1st 
Army Area, and the problems presented 
covered general Quartermaster Corps du- 
ties in the Zone of the Interior and the 
Theater of Operations. The special mis- 
sion of the conference was to ascertain the 
general mission of the supply system in 
peace and war, with a study of require- 
ments, mobilization of industry and _ re- 
sources and the storage, transportation and 
issue of supplies to troops. The texts used 
were the pamphlets issued by the Quar- 
termaster Corps School at Philadelphia 
and the Command, Staff, and Logistics is- 
sued by the General Service Schools, Ft. 
Leavenworth, Kans. 

The general system of instruction fol- 
lowed was the “applicatory method, the 
Construction Group functioning under Col. 
H. L. Hall, QM-Res, of the 2d Corps Area, 
and the Zone of the Interior Group under 
Col. R. D. Jones, QM-Res, of the 1st 
Corps Area. In this manner the interre- 
lationship of duties was brought out. 

The Reserve officers present heartily in- 
dorsed the method of one camp for field 
instruction for Quartermaster officers in 
each of the three Army Areas, and ex- 
pressed the hope that the Quartermaster 
General would approve of the plan for 
succeeding years. The conference further 
recommended, provided the plans were 
adopted, rotation each year of the camp 
in a particular Army Area, so that for the 
Ist Army Area as the camp for 1925 was 
held in the 2d Corps Area, that the 1926 
camp be held in the 1st Corps Area, and 
for 1927 in the 3d Corps Area. 

Col. Walter A. Dempsey, QM-Res, was 
the instructor in charge, and was assisted 
by Cant. H. F. Wilkinson, Q.M.C., of the 
Quartermaster Corps School at Philadel- 
phia, Pa. The battalion commander was 
Col. K. G. Martin, QM-Res. 


UPON the recommendation of the Quar- 

termaster General of the Army the 
War Department has approved the appli- 
cation of the Preston system of branding 
and identifying public animals to all horses 
and mules in the military service. It will 
be put into effect by Corps Area com- 
manders when the necessary technical in- 
structions are issued by the Quartermas- 
ter General’s Office. 

Under this system each animal is as- 
signed an individual number, which is 
branded on the left side of the neck. The 
brand number, with descriptive and other 
data, is typed on a card, constituting the 
animal's service record. So far, the sys- 
tem has been applied only to animals as 
purchased and to the animals on hand in

MADISON BARRACKS POLO 

THE polo season at Madison Barracks

M4: GEN. CREED C. HAMMOND, 
i Chief of the Militia Bureau of the 
War Department, has returned from Camp 
Grant, concluding a series of inspections 
he conducted during the training camp 
period of National Guard for this Summer. 
The Chief of the .Militia Bureau visited 
practically all of the large National Guard 
camps as far west as Illinois. 

General Hammond expresses himself as 
highly pleased with the general conditions 
of the National Guard. He says that 
despite the discouraging conditions under 
which the commanders of the National 
Guard labored during the past few years, 
practically all of the organizations are up 
to a higher state of efficiency than they 
have been at any time in the history of 
the country. 

In his trips he found officers very 
anxious to complete their divisional organ- 
izations. There are deficiencies in the 
organizations in almost all of the 18 divi- 
sions which now exist. 

The National Guard at large is particu- 
larly interested in building up its air 
squadrons. Four divisions have no air 
squadrons, and they are knocking at the 
door of the War Department for authority 
to organize them. Those without air 
squadrons are the 32d, Minnesota-Wiscon- 
sin; the 33d, Illinois; 37th, Ohio; and 
44th, New York-New Jersey. 

General Hammond, like the other officers 
on duty at the War Department, refuses 
to discuss the proposed reduction in the 


Budget for the National Guard for the 
fiscal year 1927. He admitted, however, 
that the National Guard commanders are 
very much concerned by the reports of a 
further reduction in the National Guard 
budget, which might mean the mustering 
out of some of the existing units instead of 
the reorganization of new units to complete 
the divisional brigade and regimental or- 
ganizations. 


HORTLY after it became known, on 

July 10, that Patrolman Charles Simms 
of the Xenia, Ohio, police force had been 
shot by an unidentified assailant, Capt. 
Leroy V. John, commanding Co. L, 147th 
Infantry, called his men together and se- 
lected 1 lieutenant and 19 men to act as 
a posse. They were sworn in by the 
sheriff and rushed to the scene, where they 
formed a skirmish line and carried out a 
systematic search of the surrounding coun- 
try. Two hours later they forced the fugi- 
tive into hiding near Trebeina, three miles 
from Xenia. He was apprehended by Cpl. 
William Thompson and Pvt. Harold Jenks 
and relieved of a .25 Mauser automatic 
pistol. The search and capture occupied 
only four hours. In addition to the Na- 
tional Guardsmen, there were about 1,000 
civilians in the searching party, but despite 
this large number the desperado would 
have escaped if not for the fact that the 
Co. L men threw a cordon around the 
place where he was hiding and success- 
fully frustrated his efforts to swim to 
freedom.

SHENANDOAH DEAD INTERRED 


THE four officers who were killed in the 
U. S. Navy dirigible Shenandoah dis- 
aster were laid to rest in Arlington Na- 
tional Cemetery, Va., among the Nation’s 
heroic dead, on September 8&. 

Lt. Comdr. Lewis Hancock, Lts. Edgar 
W. Sheppard and J. B. Lawrence, all 
U.S.N., were buried in the morning with 
appropriate services, 

Lt. Comdr. Zachary Lansdowne, U.S.N., 
commander of the ill-fated airship, was 
interred in the afternoon. A large throng 
attended the funeral. 

Secretary of the Navy Curtis D. Wilbur, 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy "T. Doug- 
las Robinson, Acting Secretary of War 
Dwight W. Davis and high officers of the 
Army, Navy and Marine Corps were 
present. 

Capt. Evans Scott, U.S.N., chief of the 
Navy chaplains, and Canon De Vries, of 
the Washington Protestant Episcopal Ca- 
thedral, conducted the funeral ;services in 
the Ft..Myer, Va., Chapel. 
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LOSS OF THE SHENANDOAH 


HE unfortunate disaster to the U. 8S. 

Navy dirigible Shenandoah on Septem- 
ber 3, 1925, near Sharon, Ohio, and the 
terrible loss of brave men, when the giant 
airship broke up and crashed to the earth 
in a violent storm, should not deter fur- 
ther efforts to master the air with lighter- 
than-air craft. Although tremendous 
strides have been made with dirigibles, 
these airships are still in the experimental 
stage, and much remains to be done to 
increase their structural strength and mo- 
tive power, so as to be able to withstand 
the blows delivered against them in great 
storms. 

Just as there have been numerous dis- 
asters on the sea with vessels supposed to 
be perfect in construction, and great dis- 
asters on the land with man’s inventions, 
so it must be in the air until science re- 
duces the possibility of disasters to a mini- 
mum. The Shenandoah was undoubtedly 
constructed as thoroughly and well as any 
other airship was ever constructed abroad, 
and was a monument to American skill. 
Nevertheless, structurally she must have 
been too weak, despite arguments to the 
contrary, to withstand storms of great vio- 
lence. If she had been strong enough, and 
her engines were powerful enough, she cer- 
tainly would not have been destroyed by 
the wind. 

With her loss of driving power in an 
extreme storm, when her engines, her very 
life, were unable to maneuver her at the 
will of her commander, her fate was in- 
evitable and her huge body was_ rent 
asunder. The same fate would probably 
be met by great ocean steamships in cy- 
clonic storms, unless their driving power 
was sufficient to head them as the captain 
desired, to lessen the danger from the ele- 
ments. 

Until dirigibles can be built to start out 
in any winds and weather, they are cer- 
tainly weak, and their value as a warcraft 
is questionable to say the least. The war- 
ship and the great ocean liners start out 
regardless of weather. So do trains on the 
land, but the dirigible has not yet been 
constructed anywhere that can do this. 
Therefore, until they are able to go into 
the air as dependable eraft, regardless of 
weather conditions, they are structurally 
weak and are impotent. Some foreign 
dirigibles have met the same fate in storms 
as did the Shenandoah. 

Despite these disasters dirigibles are be- 
ing constructed abroad and improved, and 
will be further experimented with before 
they are abandoned for military purposes. 
It is an open question whether the dirigible 
has the military value which some of its 
exponents claim for it, and our own off- 
cers are very much divided on the subject. 
Many are in favor of devoting money for 
an increased number of airplanes and sea- 
planes, rather than spending the money on 
dirigibles. This question, however, is one 
for the experts to thrash out and deter- 
mine. 





AVY FOREIGN MILITARY 


AND NAVAL NEWS 


GREAT BRITAIN 


FURTHER announcement concerning 

the proposal to establish a commercial 
air service between Egypt and India was 
made by the British Air Ministry on Au- 
gust 15, 1925. It is understood that the 
ministry's negotiations with Imperial Air- 
ways (Ltd.) have now reached such a 
stage that the provisional heads of agree- 
ment have been concluded and signed for 
the establishment and operation of a 
weekly service in each direction between 
Kantara in Egypt and Karachi in India. 
The duration of the agreement is five 
years, during which time the maximum an- 
nual subsidy payable to Imperial Airways 
(Ltd.) will be £87,000. It will be re- 
membered that in June last Sir Samuel 
Hoare, Secretary for Air, announced the 
proposed subsidy for the commercial de- 
velopment of Imperial air routes. A sup- 
plementary estimate of £100,000 yearly 
for the five-year period was then men- 
tioned, of which sum the Air Ministry in- 
tends to retain about £13,000 for its own 
development of the ground organization on 
the route, leaving the maximum of £87,000 
available for the subsidy above mentioned. 
A small survey party, consisting of mem- 
bers of the technical staff of Imperial Air- 
ways (Ltd.), together with the director 
of civil aviation, Sir Sefton Brancker, will 
shortly leave England in order that the 
various problems connected with this new 
development may be examined and dis- 
cussed on the spot. The final agreement 
will be drawn up after the report of the 
survey party has been received. 


HE Financial Secretary to the British 

Admiralty gave some interesting infor- 
mation to Parliament recently regarding 
the cost of building and maintaining cer- 
tain types of warships. The cost of build- 
ing and fitting out a battleship of the 
latest type, including the cost of torpedoes, 
ammunition, ete, was, Mr. Davidson 
stated, about seven million pounds. Of this 
sum about £3,200,000 was expended on 
labor and £2,100,000 on material. The re- 
mainder, some £1,700,000, was absorbed by 


profit, establishment charges, and other 
items. <A cruiser of the “Hood” class 
would cost about six million, of which 


some £2,700,000 would be spent on labor 
and £1,800,000 on material. A modern 
light cruiser cost about two million pounds, 
£900,000 of which represented labor 
charges and £600,000 material. For a 
modern destroyer the figures were £325,- 
000, £145,000 and £98,000, and for a mod- 
ern submarine £400,000, £180,000 and 
and £120,000. The annual cost of upkeep 
of a battleship of the “Rodney” class was 
given as £432,960, including pay, food, 
stores, repairs, oil fuel and the cost of 
practice firing. The cost of oil fuel on 
normal peace duties was given separately 
as £22,150 and the cost of practice firing 
as £40,990. 
FRANCE 


HE French Senate recently approved 

the construction of the warships com- 
posing the second “instalment” of the naval 
building program, which has been approved 
in principle by both Houses but has not 
yet passed the Chamber. 

The ships for which credits were asked 
in December, 1924, will be laid down in 
1925. The Ministry asks for authority 
to build a cruiser of 10,000 tons, three 
destroyers each of 2,500 tons, and four 
torpedo boats of 1,500 tons. 

Seven submarines, each with a tonnage 
of 1,500, are planned, together with two 
submarine minelayers and. one surface 
minelayer. 

M. Lemery, Senator for Martinique, 
voiced the feeling that the day of the sur- 
face ship is gone, and that France should 
put her confidence mainly in the submarine 
and air arms. He criticized strongly the 
naval votes of the last five years. Five 
and a half million franes had been voted, 
but only a fourth of that sum had been 
spent on new construction, and for this 


fact he blamed the national shipyards. 
The shipyards, complained M. Lemery, 
had been socialized, and he called upon the 


Ministry of Marine to put an end to the 
scandal. 
M. Borel, 


the minister, in reply, pro- 


tested against the suggestion that the 
French cruisers had no value. The cost 


of cruiser construction in France in rela- 
tion to the sums voted for building pur- 
poses was the same as in England. 

M. Lemery, as the opponent of cruiser 
construction, said that France had built 
five cruisers since the war and England 
only two. As for the arsenals, every effort 
had been made to bring them into full 
working power. The duty of France was 
to perfect her Navy with regard to the 
policy of other powers.

Numerous circular letters, changes in 
regulations, and Comptroller's decisions 


have to be studied, besides the Supply and 
Accounting Officer's Manuals, Naval Regu- 
lations and many other publications per- 
taining to the duties of a pay clerk. Keep- 
ing up with the constant mutations in 
governmental accounting is no _ sinecure, 
and if a pay clerk must pass a stiff aca- 
demic examination more opportunity 
should be given to prepare. 

General Order No. 49 prescribes the 
various things which line officers must 
know for successive examinations. With 
the help of Connolly’s Quiz it is all very 
nice. Candidates for second lieutenant and 
pe Wh for the Naval Academy also are 
given ample time to prepare, in some cases 
a year’s preparatory course. In view of 
the fact that many of the present warrant 
and commissioned warrant officers were 
over the age limit when the law was passed 
permitting enlisted men to enter the Naval 
Academy, it is believed that justice dic- 
tates a reasonable chance for these men 
who really “came up through the ranks.” 

Why not fill up the 65 vacancies now 
existing in the Supply Corps? The Corps 


is allowed a commissioned personnel of 12 
per cent of the line, and a rough calcula- 
tion will show the number of vacancies, 
Therefore, why the delay? In a few years 
a large number of deserving warrant offi- 
cers will be over the age limit of 35 years 
and thus will be deprived of all chance to 
advance beyond chief warrant officer. 
There are many pay clerks in the Sery- 
ice who are about ready to quit, due to the 
discouraging future w hich is presented. In 
fact, quite a few resignations have already 
gone in and more are expected to follow 
unless the condition is remedied. It must 
be remembered that the promotion from 
pay clerk or chief pay clerk is a peculiar 
promotion anyway. <A chief pay clerk 
holds a commission stating that he ranks 
with ensign. But a mere change to as- 
sistant paymaster (ensign, Supply Corps) 
means a loss of pay to every candidate, as 
they lose all credit for enlisted and war- 
rant officer service by the workings of the 
wonderful (?) pay act of June 10, 1922. 
In view of the existing vacancies in the 
Supply Corps, some definite statement 
should be made for the benefit of deserving 
pay clerks who are studying, working and 
filling their jobs with credit. These men 
have a right to look forward to advance- 
ment, and it should not be denied to them.

Already the War Department, in antici- 
pation of a reduced Budget, has called upon 
the adjutants general of the several states 
and territories to decide which units of 
their respective troops they will recommend 
for disbandment.

If the military budget 
reaches the floor of the House of Repre- 
sentatives in its reduced form you may be 
one of the units disbanded. 

There is one way to fight this reduction. 
Bring such pressure upon your Representa- 
tive and Senators that they will know your 
state wants adequate national defense. If 
a united movement is begun now to in- 
struct our lawmakers what we want we 
will win the fight in December.

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LEGAL DEPARTMENT

The following Service Opinions are given: 


(1) An officer of the Army retired for physi- 
cal disability incurred as an incident of the 
Service during the World War, and receiving 
retired Army pay, is not entitled to compensa- 
tion for the disability under the War Risk In- 
surance Act unless he is permanently and to- 
tally incapacitated. 


(2) The Act, October 6, 1917 (40 Stat. 3411), 
authorized the President to keep an invention 
secret and withhold a patent until end of war, 
but if the owner ultimately receives a patent 
for his invention used by the United States un- 
der such circumstances, he may sue for com- 
pensation therefor in the Court of Claims. 

The following Digest of Comptroller Gen- 
eral’s Decisions is announced: 


1. Claimant, chief pharmacist mate, enlisted 
in the Navy, February 1, 1917, for four years. 
Qn March 22, 1920, while serving in Asiatic 
waters, he extended his enlistment for one year 
from January 31, 1921, the date of the ex- 
piration of such original enlistment. His pay 
acount was credited February 1, 1921, with 
$126 in the accounts of Paymaster C. G. Hol- 
jand. Such amount was, however, charged in 
his account for January, 1922, by Paymaster 
H. J. Morton as having been erroneously cred- 
ited. An extension of enlistment was author- 
jd for one year by the act of August 22, 
1912, 37 Stat. 331, by which act the right to 
the gratuity is limited to that which would ac- 
crue to a man “as though regularly discharged 
and reenlisted immediately.” 

Held, The act of July 11, 1919, 41 Stat. 139, 
authorizing, under the conditions therein pro- 
yided, extensions of enlistment for a period of 
me, two, three or four full years, to those who 
elisted for the war or for a period of four 
yars between February 3, 1917, and November 
11,1918, is not applicable in claimant’s case for 
the reason that his enlistment was not for 
the period of the war, nor was it entered into 
during the period indicated in that act. The 
minimum period of enlistment or reenlistment 
in the Navy under the act of June 4, 1920, 41 
Stat. 836, in effect at the time of claimant’s ex- 
tensions of enlistment was effective, was two 
years; therefore, no gratuity is payable on a 
ome-year extension standing alone. 1 Comp. 
Gen. 212. Dreyer’s case, Sept. 8, 1925. 


2, An enlisted man of the Navy on liberty 
from his ship failed to return, was brought back 
on board, interrogated as to a theft, with which 
no evidence was found to connect him, and 
was thereupon ordered put ashore; subsequently 
he was carried as a deserter for nearly a year, 
when he surrendered, was court-martialed, ac- 
quitted, restored to duty and on expiration of the 
enlistment was honorably discharged; upon a 
claim for pay for the period of absence, on the 
ground that he was excluded from his ship: 
Held, on authority of U. S. v. Landers, 92 
U.S. 77, that for purposes of pay claimant was 
absent without leave under the provision of 
naval regulations and, although not guilty of 
the crime of desertion, did not earn pay during 
the absence. Smith’s case, September 3, 1925. 


3. A steward to commander-in-chief trans- 
ferred to the Naval Reserve should be paid the 
base pay of the grade to which are now as- 
Signed the duties formerly pertaining to that 
grade, which under the decision of the Navy 
Department is the second grade; accordingly,

BooK REVIEWS 





WINGED DEFENSE. Col. William Mitchell, 
Air Service, U.S.A., former Assistant Chief of 
the Air Forces, in his book entitled, ‘‘Winged 
Defense,” just issued by H. Putnam’s Sons, 
2 West 45th Street, New York, and London, 
contends that no armies or navies can exist un- 
less the air is controlled over them. Air Forces, 
on the other hand, he holds, are the only in- 
dependent fighting units of the day, because no 
other armies or navies can ascend and fight, 
he says, 20,000 feet above the earth’s surface. 

Surface navies, he contends, have entirely lost 
their mission of defending the coast, because in 
his opinion air-craft can destroy or sink any 
sea-craft coming within the radius of opera- 
tion. No missile-throwing weapons, Colonel 
Mitchell -holds, or any other devices have yet 
been created or thought of which can actually 
stop an air attack, so the only defense against 
air-craft are other air-craft, he contends, which 
will contest the supremacy of the air by air 
battles. 

Colonel Mitchell’s book, aside from his pro- 
nounced personal opinions that the Air Force 
is supreme over all other elements of armed 
forces, is a valuable work and intensely in- 
teresting. The book, which is illustrated, con- 
tains a lot of historical data, and it is an en- 
grossing account of air power and its develop- 
ment, past and present, with a vision of the 
future. Colonel Mitchell has been very candid 
in stating his views, but many officers will dis- 
agree with some of them. The following are a 
few extracts from ‘“‘Winged Defense,”’ the price 
of which is $2.50: 

“It is compiled from evidence that has been 
given before the Congress of the United States, 
articles that have appeared in the public jour- 
nals and from personal experiences. Its value 
lies in the ideas and theories that are advanced 
which it is necessary for our people to con- 
sider very seriously in the development of our 
whole national system. The great countries of 
Europe have already acted along the lines in- 
dicated in this book. We are still backward. 

“The book is intended to serve several pur- 
poses. First, that of putting down in words 
what the airmen think about the organization 
of an air force and what our National De- 
fense should be. Next, to give the people in 
general a book which will set before them 
facts about aeronautical development. And 
third, a book to which our people in the serv- 
ices, in the executive departments and in Con- 
gress can refer for data on aviation which is 
modern, and which is the result of actual ex- 
perience. 

“So many erroneous doctrines have been 
enunciated about aviation by the older services 
that see in the development of air power the 
curtailment of their ancient prerogatives, privi- 
leges and authority, that we consider it time 
to challenge these proceedings and to make our 
own views known. 

“The battleship is so expensive and difficult 
to maintain and so vulnerable to aircraft and 
submarines that it will be elimianted eventually. 
Sea power as expressed in battleships is almost 
a thing of the past. Battleship fleets can no 
longer control the sea lanes on communication. 
This attribute has passed to aircraft and un- 
dersea boats. The tremendous power of sub- 
marines is just beginning to be understood by 
the people, as the facts and figures relative to 
their use were concealed largely for political 
purposes during and even since the war. 

“The system of education of air officers pri- 


marily as officers of the ground army, is 
wrong. It tends to promote timidity of opera- 
tion, lack of foresight as to air needs, and lack 
of ability to lead air troops. Air personnel 
should be educated and brought up essentially 
at air institutions of learning. Liaison with 
other branches of the service should be recipro- 
cal and the personnel of the ground army 
should be instructed in the duties of air forces 
by air officers instead of by ground officers. 
This is a very serious defect in our system 
which will continue to grow worse because our 
officers are now educated primarily on the 
ground and secondarily in the air. 

“The present system of budget control for 
the Air Service is destructive of the develop- 
ment of air power. Aiz forces have no rela- 
tion to ground forces any more than a navy 
has. Air forces must be designed primarily to 
attain victory in the air against a hostile air 
force and then tu destroy enemy establishments, 
either on the land or on the water. Air poser 
should have an entirely separate budget from 
the Army and Navy. 

“Under the conditions that exist today where 
military aeronautics are a part of the Army 
and Navy, aviation cannot obtain the considera- 
tion necessary to meet its requirements of build- 
ing up its offensive aviation for wrestling con- 
trol of the air from an enemy, because the basic 


principle is followed that an army must be 
built up on infantry and a navy on battle- 
ships. 


“Unity of tactical instruction is necessary. 
At the present time, none exists between the 
air forces of the Army or of the Navy. 

“In practically all of the civilized countries 
of the world there is unity of command in the 
air forces. They are handled by general offi- 
cers of the air forces. The separate and in- 
dependent fighting air units are directly under 
the tactical and strategical command of the 
Commander in Chief of the respective countries. 
In sharp distinction to this, there is no single 
command in the U. S. aviation, nor is there 
actually any air force in the United States. 

“The time has passed when any one service 
can be thrown off to work out its own salva- 
tion without respect to the others, as has been 
the case very largely in the past with the 
armies and navies. Air, land and water must 
be hitched together under one general command 
and directed to provide for an efficient defense. 

“As a result of many years of service and 


.an intimate knowledge of the aeronautical or- 


ganization of each of the great powers I am 
convinced that our inefficient national military 
aeronautics, our undeveloped civil and commer- 
cial aeronautics, and our curtailed and inter- 
rupted experimentation in aeronautics are a 
direct result of the lack of: 

“1. A department of aeronauties to handle 
the whole air question, co-equal with the Army 
and Navy. 

“2. A definite aeronautical policy. 

“3. An organization both military and civil, 
to fit the aeronautical policy. 

“4, A method of providing suitable personnel 
for all air undertakings. 

“5. A single system of procurement and sup- 
ply for al! air undertakings. 

“6. A system of instruction and inspection for 
all air elements. 

“Until these fundamental principles for the 
creation of air power are put into effect, the 
air power of the United States will continue to 
flounder in the slough of aeronautical despond.”’ 





RETIREMENT OF N. C. O. 





Master Sgt. Charles Kohl, 35th Inf., was re- 
tired July 30, 1925, at Schofield Barracks, T. H.

A. This area was considered as American ter- 
ritory after the Spanish-American War and 
credit for double time is not allowable. The 20 
per cent allowance is authorized. 


A.G., NEW ORLEANS, LA.—Q. I hold a 


confirmed commission as lieutenant (junior 
grade), Class 6, dated in March, 1925. I am 
now serving in the merchant marine. Would 


it be advisable to seek a confirmed commission 
in the Merchant Marine Naval Reserve? As a 
merchant marine officer constantly at sea, it is 
impossible to attend drills. 

A. Yes; apply to the commandant of your 
district for transfer to the Merchant Marine 
Naval Reserve. The new regulations governing 
the Merchant Marine Naval Reserve will be 
distributed to the commandants of the various 
naval districts not later than August 1.

ECONOMY IN SUPPLY 


The following is an extract of a letter from 
the War Department, dated August 25, 1925, 
published for the information and guidance of 
all concerned: 


1. The reports submitted in compliance with 
letter from this office dated July 3, 1925 (AG 
400), calling for reports regarding action taken 
and accomplishments in effecting economies in 
administration and supply pursuant to the in- 
structions contained in letter from this office 
dated April 29, 1925, have received careful con- 
sideration by the War Department and indicate 
that, in general, this subject has received the 
personal and serious consideration of the com- 
manders and staffs concerned and that steps 
have been initiated to carry out the spirit and 
letter of the instructions. 

2. Actions taken in many cases include: 

Careful study of the subject by appropriate 
staffs. 

Familiarizing all concerned with instructions 
issued, supplemented by additional instructions 
to cover local conditions. 

Closely scrutinizing requisitions to insure that 
issues will be limited to actual requirements, 
within authorized allowances. 

Careful examination of survey reports to in- 
sure that the main purpose of such reports is 
accomplished, i. e., determination of responsi- 
bility for loss or damage to property, instead 
of a mere administrative procedure for balanc- 
ing property accounts. In one territorial com- 
mand recourse was had in general to action by 
inspectors rather than by survey officers. 

Full utilization of supplies available at posts, 
camps and stations, and distribution of excess 
supplies, in particular repair material. 

Careful examination of property before au- 
thorizing it turned in to salvage with a view 
to repairing it, is possible, and full utilization 
of all salvaged material. 

Close supervision over the expenditure of 
funds, especially in regard to purchases, trans- 
portation and services. 

Reduction of civilian personnel. 

Issue of special instructions regarding econo- 
mies in supply and administration at Summer 
training camps. 

Economies in operation of power plants and 
heating plants; savings in fuel, electric cur- 
rent and water. 

Savings in forage by grazing and local pro- 
duction of hay and bedding. 

Proper use and economy in transportation, 
especially motor. Substantial economies had 
been effected by pooling motor transport. 

Proper accounting for property, causing ac- 
curate inventories to be taken and all overage 
taken up on stock records. Proper supervision 
over expendable supplies. 

Probably most important of all was the ac- 
tion taken, or proposed, to have commanders 
and staff officers, when making inspections and 
visits to posts, camps and stations, personally 
inquire into and to observe if instructions were 
understood and that they were being complied 
with in letter and spirit. 

It is essential that the efforts begun in this 
connection to continued and that all reason- 
able measures, consistent with efficiency, be 
taken to effect economies in the future.

MORE CARE IN REPORTS 
M4J. GEN. W. S. GRAVES, U.S.A, 


commanding the 6th Corps Area, with 
headquarters at Chicago, Ill, has issued 
important instructions to the officers of his 
eommand to take more pains relative to 
reporting facts concerning desertions_and 
the unauthorized absence of soldiers. These 
instructions appear in G.O. 15, August 31, 
1925, which are as follows: 

Charges of desertion are daily received at 
these headquarters in which investigating offi- 
cers and commanding officers recommend the 
setting aside of the charges as erroneous. Al- 
most invariably examination of the papers dis- 
closes no information as to the facts except the 
dates of absence and of dropping in desertion, as 
shown by the morning report. 

It is essential that the Corps Area Commander 
be fully advised as to all the circumstances sur- 
rounding the absence of a soldier from his 
proper organization and the reasons that have 
led up to his being dropped as a deserter. In 
this connection the attention of all concerned 
is directed to the provisions of Army Regula- 
tions 615-300, and particularly to the require- 
ments of Paragraph 6b (2). The provisions of 
this paragraph will be strictly observed and 
when a soldier absents himself without leave 
the organization will at once make searching 
inquiry as to the probable causes thereof. Wit- 
nesses in the organization or outside the or- 
ganization will be interviewed and their state- 
ments taken. A signed copy of this record of 
inquiry will be forwarded to the Adjutant Gen- 
eral’s office with the extract copy of morning 
report submitted with a report of desertion as 
required by Paragraph 6b (3), Army Regula- 
tions 615-300. In the investigation of all 
charges of desertion a copy of this record of 
inquiry made at the time the soldier absents 
himself will accompany the report of investi- 
gation, and in the case of soldiers belonging to 
organizations at stations other than that at 
which the accused is held, a copy of this rec- 
ord of inquiry will be requested when the or- 
ganization commander is informed of the return 
of the alleged deserter to military control. 

When charges are prepared at any station 
in this Corps Area for transmittal to any other 
station either within or without this Corps 
Area, a copy of the record of inquiry and all 
other evidence available to show intent, will be 
forwarded with such charges. In every case of 
a soldier charged with desertion every effort 
will be made to obtain a copy of the record of 
inquiry made at the time the soldier absented 
himself, and such record of inquiry will be 
considered by investigating officers. In the 
absence of this record of inquiry, full state- 
ments will be requested from organization com- 
manders and other members of the absentee’s 
organization and all other available sources, and 
these will be considered by investigating offi- 
cers. 

The number of desertion charges reaching 
these headquarters in which the accused is ab- 
sent from ten days to three months has reached 
such a point that the Corps Area Commander 
considers it necessary that prompt and ef- 
fective steps be taken to stop such absences by 
every means possible. Commanding officers who 
are charged with the investigation of charges 
under the provisions of Paragraph 76-a, M.C.M., 
will take immediate steps to see that the in- 
vestigation of all charges are most carefully 
made and particularly those charges involving 
violation of the 58th Article of War. The 
Corps Area Commander desires to know every 
available fact in connection with the unauthor- 
ized absence of any soldier from his command.

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AIR INSTRUCTION FOR 
NATIONAL GUARD FLYERS 


sO HERE -is a general and loud wail 

from National Guard officers when the 
question of equipment is brought up, the 
frst complaint being against the planes 
they are flying,” says Lt. Vincent J. Meloy, 


AS., Tenn. N.G. “The National Guard 
squadrons were organized around the 


nucleus of former Air Service pilots, many 
of whom have flown English, French and 
German planes. Naturally, they are not 
particularly enthused over the prospects of 
being forced to fly ‘Jennies’ for an indefi- 
nite period. Last Summer all squadrons 
received training in Service planes, and 
their success was truly remarkable. Re- 
cent information from the Chief of the 
Militia Bureau in regard to new equipment 
for the National Guard has proved a big 
boost to the morale of ail pilots. A new 
plane adapted for use of National Guard 
squadrons will greatly improve the effi- 
ciency of all these units. 

“Both the Tennessee and Alabama 
squadrons feel very kindly disposed _to- 
wards the officers at Maxwell Field, Mont- 
gomery, Ala., because of the untiring 
efforts shown by the latter in facilitating 
the training of the National Guard.” 

In discussing the character of his detail, 
Lieutenant Meloy states that an officer re- 
porting for duty with a new organization 
vill find the first year the hardest, for it is 
mot an easy matter to see things from the 
Viewpoint of National Guard officers, and 
ut will take some time to realize that a 
suard unit cannot be built up over night. 
‘No set rules for building up a squadron 
an be laid down,” says the Lieutenant, 
‘and the National Guard instructor must 
adapt himself to local conditions. 

“The instructor has no authority and is 


merely serving in the capacity of an ad- 
viser. The National Guard officers in- 
variably look to the instructor for advice, 
and sooner or later will follow instructions 
given them. It is best for the instructor 
to make himself just one of the squadron 
officers and assist in all undertakings. He 
cannot be inactive and merely offer sugges- 
tions, because the men associated with him 
will follow his example. The officers will 
not fly unless the instructor does so him- 
self, and their interest and pride in their 
organization will be no greater than that 
shown by the instructor. The most effec- 
tive means of placing the Air Service in a 
favorable light is for the instructor to be- 
come a member of a civic organization and 
take an active part in its program. 

“The Tennessee Air Service deserves 
great credit for the work accomplished 
during the past three years. The pilots 
averaged in the neighborhood of 5 to 10 
hours or more of flying per month, attended 
drill one night every week in addition to 
flying on week-ends, and have flown nearly 
everywhere in the country on cross-country 
flights, and this despite the fact that the 
National Guard airmen do not receive 
extra pay for flying. Furthermore, they 
have followed the Reserve officers to Sum- 
mer camps where they have been compelled 
to sit back and watch them receive flying 
pay while they, holding a dual commission 
in the National Guard and the Reserve, 
had to train without additional compensa- 


tion.

“T had for a long time visualized what 
our cemeteries would look like when com- 
pleted, but I never dreamed they would 
be so beautiful and so solemn; they are‘a 
credit to the country.”

Circular Letter 38, September 4, 1925. 

Subject: Service of Marine Detachment at 
American Legation, Managua, Nicaragua. 

The Marine Detachment, American Legation, 
Managua, Nicaragua, was withdrawn on August 
3, 1925. This detachment was originally estab- 
lished in 1912 as a result of the revolutionary 
disturbances in Nicaragua during that year 
which involved the landing of a large naval and 
marine expeditionary force in that country. 
Since that period a legation guard of about 
one hundred men has been maintained at the 
Capital of Nicaragua. During the thirteen 
years of its stay there its presence has had 
very marked and very beneficial effects on the 
national life of Nicaragua. With the exception 
of a few minor disturbances easily suppressed 
by the Nicaraguan Government complete peace 
and tranquility have prevailed. The country 
has progressed as at no previous period during 
its history. The relations of the Detachment 
with the Nicaraguan Government and people 
have in general been excellent. So much so

The duty required of the Managua Detach- 
ment has been of an extremely trying nature, 
inevitably so from the situation of the post, in 
the capital of a foreign country remote from the 
United States. Nevertheless it has been per- 
formed in a manner worthy of the best tradi- 
tions of the Marine Corps, and I take this oe- 
casion to express my great pride in the fine 
record made by the officers and men who have 
served as members of the Detachment.

Current business conditions and the outlook 
is summed up very comprehensively in the Sep- 
tember letter of the National City Bank. This 
says in part: 

“The general outlook for business continues 
to be very satisfactory to those who have stead- 
fastly maintained that 1925 would give a good 
account of itself. Pessimism has been fading 
out since the crop prospects began to improve 
in the latter part of May, and confidence is now 
well established, although not aggressive enough 
in trade circles to work any pronounced change 
in buying policies. The opinion prevails that 
conditions are favorable to a large volume of 
business this Fall—probably the largest ever 
handled—but the productive capacity of the 
country is now thought to be so large in all 
lines that there is no uneasiness about ability 
» get goods as wanted, or at the present price 
evel. 

“This continued absence of the speculative 
spirit in the goods markets is the dominating 
feature of the commercial situation and also 
of the credit situation. Money is slightly firmer 
than a month ago, and doubtless the demand 
will strengthen as business gets into the Fall 
season, but a mere increase of the volume wx 
goods in distribution does not ordinarily cause 
any very pronounced increase in the use of 
credit. It is increased buying against future 
needs, and rising prices, which cause credit 
expansion on an unusual scale, and at this 
time there are no signs of these influences com- 
ing into play. The volume of trade moving iw 
large now, and the facilities for handling more 


| on the present short-order basis are ample. 


“A state of monetary ease exists over the 
country, partly the result of the liquidation of 
slow paper which has been going on during the 
past year. It is true that all of these funds 
are employed in some way, and that a with- 
drawal of funds from the centers might quickly 
affect quotations, but the low discount rates of 
the Reserve banks forbid the idea of any very 
tight situation.” 

This bank sees the absence of speculative buy- 
ing in commodities, which is one of the most 
healthy signs of the times. That there is no 
buying for a possible up-turn in prices is borne 


out by the price indexes prepared as of Sep- 
tember 1, by the various mercantile agencies. 
The Dun Index indicates average commodity 
prices declined 114 per cent, between August 
1 and September 1. The Bradstreet Index 
shows a decline of 1-1/8 per cent. These aver- 
ages include practically all commodities and it 
is probable the sharp advance in crude rubber 
somewhat distorts the picture. Without that 
factor, it is likely average prices would have 
shown a greater decline. 

The absence of such speculative buying, as 
pointed out by the National City Bank is largely 
responsible for the ease of credit, and it is 
necessary to have easy credit if business is to 
prosper. The railroads have been a big con- 
tributing force in eliminating the buying of 
commodities for future consumption, and by 
offering quick and dependable service. 

Facilities are ample, and operating control 
so efficient that goods are delivered expeditiously 
and when promised. Consequently, it appears 
that so-called hand-to-mouth buying has come 
to stay and it is a good thing for all concerned. 
In the case of railroads, hand-to-mouth buying 
results in a more even distribution of traffic 
the year round. 

The latest weekly report of revenue freight 
loadings exceeded 1,000,000 cars and was the 
greatest for any week so far this year. Cur- 
rent loadings are also in excess of those for 
any corresponding week in history. The peak 
of the year’s traffic is reached usually in Octo- 
ber, due to the heavy movement of grain at 
that season. Earnings lag about three weeks 
behind loadings so that income derived from 
current operation will not be reflected in the 
weekly statement of earnings for some little 
time. The earnings from heavy operations dur- 
ing October will be carried over largely into 
the earnings statements for November. 

Complete July railroad earnings have been 
recorded and show gross for the month of 
$522,426,600, an increase of $40,600,500, or 8.4 
per cent, compared with the same month last 
year. Net railway operating income for the 
month was $99,462,735, compared with $74,- 
368,289 in July last year, an increase of $25,- 
094,446, or 33.7 per cent. Earnings for the 
month were at an annual rate of return on the 
tentative valuation of 5.56 per cent. 

The underlying situation in the railroad field 
is without doubt the most favorable that has 
ever been. As a result of this, together with 
the fact that there has not been a relative ap- 
preciation of prices of railroad stocks that has 
matured in industrial stocks, make these issues 
by far more attractive for investment pur- 
poses. For those who are willing to assume 
some risk the Northwestern rails have the best 
speculative outlook. These would _ include 
Great Northern, Northern Pacific, Chicago & 
North Western and Chicago, Rock Island & 
Pacific Preferred. 





ISSUE INSTRUCTIONS ON 
NAVY MED. ATTENDANCE 


N order that no claims may be made 

against the Navy Department through 
misunderstanding of the import of Article 
1189, U. S. Navy Regulations, 1920, thus 
possibly jeopardizing in the future prompt 
treatment and courteous consideration from 
civilian practitioners and institutions, it is 
essential that naval personnel understand 
to what treatment they are entitled and 
that just claims for treatment be settled 
promptly. 


With reference to the Bureau of Medi- 
cine and Surgery Circular Letter 369-1925, 
the bureau invited the attention of all offi- 
cers of the Medical Department to the 
manner of submitting the required reports 
and to the necessity of eliminating delay 
in their submission to that bureau. 


Rear Adm. W. R. Shoemaker, U.S.N., 
Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, Navy 
Department, announced on September 8 
that— 


“It shouid be noted that charges for emerg- 
ency medical and dental expenses are allowed 
only when the officer or man concerned is in 
a duty status at the time such expenses were 
incurred and only when proper naval medical 
attendance and medicines are not available. It 
is also necessary that the officer or man con- 
cerned or his commanding officer report the 
case promptly as required by the Navy Regu- 
lations. It will thus be apparent that person- 
nel on leave are entitled to incur no expenses 
for medicines or medical attendance that may 
be made the basis of a claim against the Navy 
Department. Should an officer or man on leave 
require medical attendance and there be no 
facilities of the Medical Department of the Navy 
available, the commanding officer may revoke 
the remainder of his leave, whereupon he would 
become entitled to such expenses as are in- 
curred subsequent to the revocation of leave. 
Enlisted men on liberty granted for a period 
of 24 hours or less, and officers who have been 
given permission to leave their ship or station 
for 24 hours or less, are considered in a duty 
status and are, therefore, entitled to necessary 
civilian medical attendance and treatment pro- 
vided the facilities of the Medical Department 
of the Navy are not available. 


“It is directed that the foregoing information 
be brought to the attention of all members of 
the Naval Service, and it is suggested that 
pertinent extracts of this letter be included on 
leave papers of enlisted men. 


“The substance of the above, so far as re- 


lates to enlisted men, has been incorporated 
in the revised Bureau of Navigation Manual.” 


POOR BRACES MAY HAVE 


WRECKED SHENANDOAH 


REAR ADM. C. W. DYSON, U.S.N., 
Inspector General of Engineering and 
Engineer counsel to the Bureau of Engi- 
neering, Navy Department, reported to 
Secretary of the Navy Wilbur, September 
7, that in his opinion the collapse of the 
Shenandoah probably was due to faulty 
diagonal bracing in the craft. Admiral 
Dyson was sent to the scene of the wreck 
by Secretary Wilbur to make an _ inde- 
pendent investigation. He reported that 
he found that some of the diagonal brac- 
ing had pulled loose from its supports. 
This bracing is of vital importance, giving 
to rigid airships their longitudinal strength. 
With the bracing weakened, Admiral Dy- 
son thought, it was not surprising that the 
Shenandoah had failed to withstand the 
storm. 

Secretary Wilbur said that Admiral Dy- 
son’s report has greatly clarified the re- 
duction of safety valves for the escape of 
helium under pressure, which critics have 
declared responsible for the disaster. It 
was disclosed that every gas cell in the 
ship had a safety valve emptying into a 
common system. It was the number of 
valves in this common system, not in the 
cells themselves, which had been reduced. 

“Of course,” the Secretary said, “it re- 
mains to be determined whether the re- 
duced number of outlets in the common 
system permitted the discharge of helium 
at a sufficiently rapid rate.” 

Admiral Dyson said the theft of some 
of the gas cells by souvenir hunters was 
extremely unfortunate, since they were 
needed to determine to what extent, if any, 
they failed to function properly in the 
emergency.
